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W HEN J[ firft fet Pen to Paper r 
handle this fubjed> I had not 
the leaft thought of the Prefs ; 
nor of peding my felfintoan Juthour,! 
bnly difcharged my memory haftily of 
fomc things which I had feen in Italy j 
and wrapt up that untimely Embryo in 
'live fheets of Paper, for the ufe of a No- 
ble perfon, who fet me that Task. Yet 
this Embryo liking the perfon for whom it 
was conceived, obliged me to lick it a-' 
ver again, and bring it into better form. 
Second thoughts, and fuccceding Voya- 
ges into Italy^ have finifhed it at lalf, 

, and have made it what it is; J Compleat 
Voyage^ and an exact Itinerary through 
holy 
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An4 liere I thougtit to have drawn bri- 
dle and reded, after fo long a Journey ; 
'when a i earned Friend having purufea 
thig my Defcription of Italy, delired much 
to fee a Preface to it of my fafhion, and 
Concerning Travelfing. I could refufe no- 
thing to fuch a Friend ; and have done it 
here willingly, both for my own, and my 
Countries lake. 

For my own fake ; to pre-excufe fome 
things in my Book, which fome perchance 
may diflike. 

For fome, I fear will quarrel with my 
Englijb, and juftly, feeing three long Yoy* 
n^es 'mto Flanders, {Fi into- France, five in- 
to Italy, one into Germany and Holland, 
have made me live half of my life-time in . 
Foreign Countries, to the difturbance of 
my own Language : Yet, if I bring not 
home fine Language, I bring home fine 
Things ;,and I have feen great Ladies, both 
in France England, buy fine things of 
Ghimney-fxveepers and Pedlars, though they 
fpake but courfe Lombard Language, and 
grofs Scotth. 

Others perchance will find fault, that I 
write merrily fometimes : And why not ? 
Seeing I wTite to young Men, and for 
them *, and mirth is never fo lawfull as in 
' '’IVavelling: where it flhdrtens long miles, 
and fweetens bad .ufage ■, that is, makes a 
• bad dinner go down, and a bad horfe go on,

Others will fay, That I fill my Book 
with too much Latin : But thefe mufl: b 9 
minded, that I am writing of the Latin 
Country ; and that I am carving for 
/<rf, who cari_ digefi folid bitsj' having 
good ftomachs. . , 

Others will fay,- 1 jeer now and then : 
And would any man have me go through 
fo many divers Countries, and praife all I 
fee ? Or in earneft, do not fome things 
defer ve to be jeered, when diings cannot 
be cured but by jeering : Jeering, faith 
TertuUian, is a duty \ and . I thin^ the 
nick PhilofoJ)hers ftruck as great a blow 
at Vice, as the Stoicks, 

Others will fay, I change ftyle oftcnj 
and fometimes run fmoothty, and fome- 
timqs jokingly : True, I travelled riot al- 
ways upon Imooth ground, and pacing 
horfes : Swijferland zsid. Skvoy arc much 
•different from Campania djxdi. Lombardy \ and' 
it’s one thing td defcribe a Pleaf^nt Gar- 
den, another thing to defcribe a Venerable 
Cathedral :and i{ in the one, and the other, , 
wc have feveralioOksj much more ought 
we to have feveral words’ in defcribing 
^ them. . , 

Others will fay^ 1 affe£l: a world of exo- 
tick words hot yet naturalized in England :• 
No, I affccl them not •; I cannot avoid 
them : for vi^hp can fpeak of Statues, but 
he muft fpeak of Niches ; or of Churches^

Wrought Tomh, or in-Jald Td/es, but h« 
mud fpeak of Cupola's ; of Ufo relievo ; and 
of pietre commeffe ? If any Man underftand 
them not, it’s his fault, not mine. 

Others will fay, I hunt too much after 
Ceremonies and Church-antiquities. No, 

I only meet them. And as a man cannot 
fpeak of Hercules^ but he mull: fpeak of 
Clubs, of Combats, of Labours dsid Fi^ories : 
f(5 1 cannot fpeak of Rome as it is now, 
but I muft fpeak of Relicks,Ceremonies and 
Religion. Yet I believe, I give my Reader 
no very^unfinifti’d draught of prophane 
Jlnti^uities, Mafquefades, Shews, DreJJirtgs 
and Pajlimes, 

Others, in fine, will fay, that I do but 
a thing done already ; feeing others have 
Written of this Subje£f in Englijb. Well ; ’ 

if others have Written upon this fub- ' 
jeO:, why may not I? They did the beft# ^ 
they could, I believe : but they 'drew not I 

up the Ladder after them. Some write 
much of Italy, and fay little : And others 
write little, and leave out much : I impute 
to the ones writing out of old. ^ And if 
thele Ingenious Gentlemen have painted 
out Italy in bujlo only, and profile : why ’ 
mav not I endeavour to pamt her out at ^ • 
full Jmc, and at her full length ? If they, 
like ancient Statuaries, have reprefented 
Italy unto us like a naked Image, I may ^ 
perhaps be allow’d to fay that I have fet

her out in all her beft Attire and Jewels^ * 
And thus much for my felf. 

"For my Country : To read to my Coun- 
try-men two profitable Lefons : The firftiL 
the Profit of Travelling : The fccond, 

Of Travelling with Profit, 

I. For the firft, to wit, the Profit of 
Travelling', it’s certain, that if this world 
be a great Book_, as St. Angujline calls 
none ftudy this great Book ib much as thi 
Traveller. They that never llir from 
home, read only one Page of J:his JS(?Dir • 
and, like the dull fellow in Plt?^, who could 
never learn to count farther than five, they 
dwell always,upon one LefTon. They are 
Ijke'an acquaintance of mine, who had al- 
ways a Book indeed* lying open upon a ' 
Desk ; but it was obferved that it lay al- 
ways open at one and the fameplace, and 
by long cuitom, could lie open no where 
clfe. He' then that will know much out 
of this great Book, the World, muft read 
.much in it : and as Vlyfies is fet forth by 
Homer as the wifeft of all the Crucians, be- 
caufe he had travelled much, and hadfeen 
multorum hominum mores & Urhes, the 
Cities andCufioms of mdhy Men : So his Son 
Telemachus is held|or a very fhallow-wit- 
ted man : and gives the reafon, be- 
caufe his Motlier Penelope, inftead of fend- 
ing himttbroad to fee Foreign Countries, 
had always kept him at home, and fo made 

him 



, him a mecr Onocefihalus and. a homcling 
Mammacuth, So rnis is the faying of 
xecAy that, Imfer- urn ejl animd homo^ ^ 
fifte magm experientiA rerum^ ji circumfcriha^ 
tur Natalis foil fine, ^ 

2I Travelling preferves my young No- 
bleman from furfeiting of his Parents, and 
weans him from the dangerous fondnefs of 
his Mother, It teacheth hiiii wholcfoinc 
hardfhip ; to lie in beds that are none of 
/ his acquaintance ; to fpeak tO men he ne^ 
vcr faw before ; to ti*avel in the morning 
before day ; and in the evening when ’£iS 
dark, to endure any horfe and weather, as 
well as any meat and drink. Whereas the 
Country Gentleman that never Travelled, 
can fcarce go to London, without makii^ 
his Will, at leaft without wetting ^hi§ 
Handkerchief. And wliat generous Mo-, 
ther will not fay tq her fon with that An- 
cient ; Mola tihi male ejie, c^uam moUiter ; 
1 had rather thou fljouldji be fick, than foft ? 

Sencc. Indeed the Coral-Tree, isneither hard nor 
red, tiU taken out of the Sea, its native 
home. And I have read, that many of the 
old Romans put out their Children to be 
Nurfed abroad by Lacedemonian Nurfes, 
till they were three years old ; then they 
put them to their Uixles, till feven, or 
ten ; then they fent them into Tofeany 
to be inftrufled in Religion ; and at lafr in- 
^ Greece to ftudy Philolophy.

Travelling takes my young Noble- 
man four notches lower in his felf-coni* 
ceit and pride. For, whereas the Coun- 
try Lord, that never faw any body but 
his Fathers Tenants and Mr. Parfon ; and 
never read any thing but Joh?t Stotv, and 
Speed, thinks the L^nds-erid to be the 
Worlds-end ; and that* all folid greatnefs, 
next unto a great Palty, confifts in a great 
Fire, and a good Eltate. Whereas my 
Travelling young Lord, who hathfeenio 
many greater Men and Eftates than his 
own, comes home far more modeft and ci- 
vil to his inferiours, and far lefs puft up 
with the empty conceit of his own great- 
nefs. Indeed nothing cured Alcibiades his 
pride fo much as to fee in a Map (fhewed 
him for the nonce by Socrates) that his 
Houfe and Lands, of which he was fo 
proud, either appeared there not at all, or 
only a little Spot or Dab ; and mmo tn fu- 
fillo mentis, ' ^ 

4. TravelKng takes off, in fome fort, that 
aboriginal curfe, which was laid upon man- 
kind even almoft at the beginning of the 
World ; I mean, the confufion of Tongues : 
which is fuch a curfe indeed, timt it makes 
Men who are of one kind, and made to be 
fociable, fo ftrangely to fly one another, 
that as great S. Aufiin faitli, a Man had 
rather be with his Dog, than with a Man 
whofe Language heunderftandsnot. Naj^, 



this divcrfity of language, makes the 
wifeft Man pafs for a Fool in a ftrange 
Country, and the beft Man, for an excom- 
municated Perfon, whofe Converfation 
all Men avoid. Now travelling takes of 
this curfe, and this moral excommunicati- 
on j by makii^ us learn many languagcSj 
and converfe freely with people of other 
Countries; ‘ . ^ 

■ 5. Travelling makes us acquainted with 
a world^ of our kindred we never faw be- 
fore, For, feeing we arc all come from 
one man at firft, and confequently all a-kin 
to one another ; its bui; a reafonable thiiigj 
that a Man fliould once at leall in his iiie 
time, make a Journey into Foreign Coun- 
tries, to fee his Relations, and vifit this 
kindred : having always tliis faying of 
young Jofe^h in his Mouth ; q^rofratrei 
meos. ' 

6. Travelling enables a Man much for 
his Countries Service, It makes the Mer- 
chant rich, by fliewingliim what abounds, 
and wants in other Countries ; that fo 
he may know what to import, what t6 
export. It makes the ^^echanick come 
loaden home wLtli a world of expcrimeptal 
knowledge for the improving of his 
Trade. It makes the Field Offlcerl' a 
knowing Leader of an Army, by teaching 
him where an Army in Foreign -Coun- 
tries, can march fccurely, pafs Rivers ea^ 
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fily, incamp fcfely, avoid Ambufcadocs 
and narrow paffages difcreetly, .and re- 
treat orderly. It makes the Common Sol’- 
dier play the Spy well, by making him 
fpeak tlic Enemies Language perYe^Uy, 
tha! fo mingling with them, he may find 
their defigns, and crofs their Plots. In 
fine, it makes a Nobleman fit for the no- 
bleft Employment ; that is, to be Ambafa- 
dor abroad for his King in Foreign Coun- 
tries, ahd carry about with him the King’s 
Ferfony which he repreftnts, and fiis King’s 
Wordy which he engageth. 

7. Travelling brings a Man a world of 
particular profits. It contents the Mind 
with 'the rare difcourfcs we hear from 
Learned Men, as the Queen of Sheba was 
ravifhed at the Wifdom of Solomon, It 
makes an Ingenious Man much the wifer 
by rriaking him fee the good^d the bad in 
others. Hence the Wifeman faith ; Sa- 
fiens in t err am dienigenarum gentium per~ 
tranjieP : bona enim & mala in hominibus 
tentdfit. It makes a Man think himfeif 
at home every where , and fmilc at 
unjuft pxile ; It makes him welcome 
liomea^ain to his Neighbour Sy fought afi- 
ter by his Better Sy andliftened unto with 

‘ ■admiration by his Jnferiours, It makes 
liim fit ftin in his old age with fatis^^Hon; 
and travel over, the World again in his 
iilhair and Bed by ddcourfe and thoughts.

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In fine, it’s an excellent Comment nry upon 
Hiiforics ; and no Man underftands Livy 
and Guicciardin and Monluc^ like 

him, who hath made exa£Uy die GrAni 
Tour of France^ and the Giro of Ldiy, 

8, Travelling makes my young Not- . 
bleman return home again to his Coun- 
try like a bleffing Sun, For as the Sun, 
who hath been Travelling about' the 
World thefe five thoufand and odd years, 
not only’ enlightens thofe places which 
he vifits, but alfo enricheth them with 
all forts of Fruits and Metals' : So, tliQ 
Nobleman by long travelling, having en- 
lightened his undcrftanding with fine 
notions, comes home like a glorious Sun^ 
and doth not only Ihine bright in the 
Finnament of his County, the Parlia^ 
ment-HouJe ; but alfo bldieth his inferi- 
ours with the powerfull influence if his 
•knowing Spirit. . 

9 . In fine, Examples (the beft Philofo 
phy) fhew us, that the greateft Princes 
Europe hath feen, thefe many years, to 
wit, Charles the V, and the Kjftg of 
Smeden, Gujlavus Adolphus, were both of 
them great. travellers ; the firft had been 
twice in England, as often in Africk, four 
times in France, fix times in Spain, fe- 
Ten times in It Ay, and nine into Germa- 
ny : The fecond had travelled incognito 
(asM. fVatts wrw of Iiirh) into Houan^

France^ It^ly arid Germany, in his youth; 
which made him fay afterwards to the 
French Amba.jfador Marefchal Brez£, in a 
kind of threatning way, that he knew

* among the ancient Fhilofophersy Plato^ Pj^ * 

‘ thAgoYuSy Aifaxagoras, AnAcharjis^ ApPollo-^

travel) were all great travellers ; and that 
St. Hierom (who being no Bifbopy and

Now for as much as concerns the fe-

' As for the Parents their greateft care

The Chi' and a Sollicitor ; but many things elfc, be- 
thefe, muft concur to make up a

but a Man Of honour too ; not only a 
Gentleman born, but a gentile Man alfo 
by breediilg : a Man not only comely of 
Perfon by nature ; but gracefull alfo by 
art in his Garbs and Behaviour ; a good 
Scholar, but no meet Scholar : a Man that 
hath travelled much in Foreign Couft* 
tries, but yet no fickle-headed Man ^ a ' 
Man of a ftout Spirit, but yet of a difcreet 
Tongue, and who knows rather to wave

Bu^’torccimi again to our Subjefl ; the* 
Parent having found out fuch a Gdver- 
noiir for his, Son, as we have defcribed 
here ’above, he imift re/ign over unto him 
his full Authority, and command his Son 
taobey him : otherwife let the Governour 
be the wifeft and the moft Compleat 
Man in tlie World, if his Pupil do not o- 
bey him, and follow his Conniel, all will 
go \\jrohg. I have feen great diforders 
•ii^falfor want of this. Hence 1 have 
oftenhtliought of. great Clemens JfexfiHr 
driiius'^ who faith wifely. That our l^avi- 
oar Chrifl is the orilv true Preceptor of 
Govenjour, beca life lie cannot only give 
the bah InftiuHions to young.

' For the Son’s Care, it muft be tliis. 
Firlt to take a view of En^U»cl before he 
enter into Foreign Countries. Tins will 
enure him to travel, to feccompany» to 
obfeiwe Towns and Rarities, and fharpsn 
his appetite for Foreign Curiofities. I 
would wifh him withal in travelling o- 
ver to fall in, as often as he can, 

with tlw Judges in their Circuits, not 
only to fee how his Country is Governed 
in point of Judicature ; but alfo to fet the 
Gentry of feveral Countries, who flock 
to great Towns in the Aflize week. It 
would be alfo profitable to him, to caff 
to be at all the chief Horfe-races, where 
he will eafily fee alfo the Gentry of the fe- 
veral Counties in a compcndlousView. Ha- 
ving thus feen his owii CoimtiT in aSuni- 
mersTpace, and ha<^inggot hi's Ma}efties 
L-.cence to travel bevond tlic Seas (in 
W'hich Licence I woutd \vifh' diis claufe' 
were inferred.

2. At Ms going out of England^ let 
him take his right aim ; that is, let hhn

his pleafures only. J have known m3^y 
Englifljmeny who for want of right aim-, 
ing, have miffed the white of Breeding, 
whole Heavens breadth. For fome in 
travelling, aim at nothing but to get 
loofe from their Parents, or Schoolmafters, 
and to have the lingering of a pretty Al- 
lowance ; and thefe Men, when they come 
into France, care for feeing no Court, 
but the Tennis Court ; delight in feeing 
no Balls but Tennjs-Balls ; and fcafake 
any Company, to tofs whole days toge- 
ther with a tattered Marker intheTr/W. 

Others defire to go into Jta/j;, only be- 
caufe they hear there are fine Courtifans 
in Fcntce ; and as the Queen of the 
tnazons, in went tliiiteen days 

Journey out of her Country, only to have 
a Nights Lodging with Alexander the 
Great ; lb thefe Men travel a whole montli 
together to Vtnice^ fora Nights L^ging 
with an, impudent Woman. And thus 
by a faife aiming at breeding abroad, they 
return with thofe pifeafes which Ifinder. 
theni frombreeding at home.

ly Jewels were called the U Ihers of Ladies, ^ 
bccaufe all Doors flew open to" them 
that prefentcd theinfelves fo richly ador- 
ned ; fo now a-days good Clothes may be 
called Mens Ulbers, feeing they make 
way for them into all Companies. He 
muft have a care that he know his.Cohr 
gies perfectly, and have .a free. G^rb or 
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a Room ; a gratefull managing df his 
mouth and fmiles ; a chironomy or decent 
aftingwith his hands, which may humor 
his words gravely and freely, yet riot 
^ feftedlyof mimically : In fine, a liberty or‘ 
freedom in all his actions, which the 
French C 2 X[ liberte dacorp ; ariditmufl: ap- 
pear to be a U negligence^ and yet muft be 
perfe<^tly ftudied a forehand. And though 
_ thefe things be but the Elements and Al~ 
phabet of breeding, yet without them hd 
can never fpell Gentleman rightly, though 
his irifide be never fo good. Indeed it’s 
long ago that great Men dwelt no more , 
in matched Houfes. * • 

8. But it is not enough to gethinl iritd 
^nguage and Garbs, if he get him not 
into Coach and Liveries, without which 
he can ndver appear at Court, oringoo^ > 
i Company, efpecially in Rome airid PariSy 

I the two chief Towns of long abode a- 

broad. Forletaman beof a Race as ancient 
tlutarch. thtAutoEtheneso^ Athens ; whofaid they 
were as ancient as the Earth j and let him 
. (juarter^ his coat of Arms with the three 
L,yons of England j and tlie three Flower- 
de4yso{ France, as I know a Gentleman of 
iJttle Britary doth, (^by the grant ancient- . 
ly of both thofe Kings) yet I dare boldly 
fay this, that in Paris no colours blazon 
a Mans nobility behind hisCoach fomuch 



as three Lacqueys and a Pa^, in a hani- 
fomcLiycry . In other Towns of France^ 
where young Gentlemen ufcd to live at 
firft, till they get the Language, a couple 
of faddle horfes would be very ufeful, both 
to take the air on, asalfo to vilit the Gen- 
try in the Country at tlieir Summer Hou- 
les, where a Man will find preat Civilities 
and Divertifements. Befides, riding out 
fp in the frefii evenings of Summer, will 
not only ivean my young Gentleman from 
little Company,* and the crowd of his 
Countrymen, who will be then prefiing 
upon him \ but will alfo afford Ids GoveN 
liour many fine folitary occafioni of plying 
him alone with good Counfels and In- 
ftruftions. • - - 

o. And feeing I have touched fometliing, 
before of his Servants and Lacqueys, I will 
add this, That feeing it is none of thp' 
leafi: bleffings of a- young Gentleman 
to have good Servants about him, it ba-, 
longs to his Governour, not only tochoofe* 
him good ones, butlalfo to have power 
to turn away bad ones. Many Men carry, 
over with them Emliflj Servants, because , 
they were their School-fellows, or their 
Tenants Sons ; and thefe arc of little ufo 
for a long time, and even then when a 
Man hath moft need of Servants. Befides, 
they are often too familiar with their Ma- 
ilers, their old Play^fellows and as often'

ttoablefome tothcif Go-bermrs by taldng'their ypung 
Mailers part againft them •, and by ravelling out at 
night, as they get their Mailers to oed, all that the 
prudent Governor hath been working in the day time.’ 
Others carry over Frenchmen with them : biit thefc 
often, byreafon of their prerogative of Language^ 
which their Mailers want at firll, get luch an afiren- 
dent over them, that they come oftcn-times to 
bold and lawcy with them. For nw part, I would 
have his Governor to take him new Servants in every

wliich was to be mounted upon our own Horfes (five - 
of us together) and, to fpare fornocofir: For by this 
means we went at our own rates, and eat to 6ur own 
minds : fo true is the Italian VroNtthyPicole giornatH ' t 
gremdi fpeje^ ti condncom ja>w al t ho paefe.

B Efore I come to a particular defcriptiort 
of Italy^ as I found it in my Five fe- 
veral Voyages through it, I think it ' ' 
not amifsto fpcak fomethingin gene- 
ral of the Country it fslf, its Inhabitants, theif 
Humoucs, Manners, Cuftoms, Riches, and 
Religion. 

For the Country it fclf, it feemed to me to be ihc Ferta^ 
Nature's Darlin^^md the Eldejt Sifier of all other 
Countries ; carrying away from them all the 
grcaieft blcfflngs and favours, arsi recciv* 
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fuch gracious looks from the Snn and Heaven^ 
that if there be any fault in Italy, it is, that her 
Mother Nature hath indulged her even to wan- 
tonnefs • Witnefs luxuriant Lombardy and Cam- 
fania antonomaftically Foelix, which Flortts,Tr6- 
^usj and Livy, think to be the belt parts of the 
World, where Ceres and Bacchus are at a perpe- 
tual ftrife, whether of them fliall court Man 
the moft ; Ihe by filling his Barns with Corn, 
he by making his Cellars fwlin with Wine ; 
Whilft the other parts of Italy are fwcatijhg 
out whole Forefis of Olive-Trees, whole Woods 
of Lemons and Oranyes, whole Fields of Rice^ 
Tttrhy Wheat, and ALushmillions ; and where 
thofe bare Hills, which feem to have been 
(haven by the Sun, and to have curled Nature 
for their Barrennefs, are oftentimes impreg- 
nated with Marbles, that become the Orna- 
ments of Churches and Palaces, and the Re- 
venues of Princes : witncfs the Prince of Majfa^ 
whofe great Riches are his Marble Quarries : 
Nature here thinking it a far more noble thing 
to feed Princes, than to feed Sheep. It abounds 
alfo in Silk-worms, out of which they draw 
great Profit : And for the fupport of ihefc lit- 
tle Republicks, one may fee with what care 
they nurle innumerable Groves of Mulbery- 
Trees, on whofe leaves they feed. The cu- 
rious Work that is made by thole Worms, is 
none of the leall of the Wonders of Nature j 
which tho an Excrement of theirs, yet ferVing 
oftentimes to our Pride, as well as to our necef- 
fary ufc and in both for onr Apparel : It 
may be faid of us, that our Clothing is Hill 
like that of our firftParents jor at leall but one 

remove 
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remove from Leaves. It’s rich alfo in Pafiu- 
ra^e and Cattle, efpecially in Lombardy, where 
Ihavc fecnChcefes of an exceffiv-e greatnefs 

!l(h nf goodncfs. ThI furface’ 

alio of the Earth is covered with many curi- 
ous Smiles and wholcfome Herbs : Hence fo 
^any rare Eliencc§, Cordials, Perfumes, Sweet 
Water, and other Odoriferous DiltiUations 
10 common here, that Ordinary Barbers and 
Laundrelles will fprinkle them in your Face 
and perfume your Linnen with tliem over and 
J of the raean- 

ling-Houfes of the Great Bake of Florence, the 
Spectary or Apothecaries Shops of the Domini, 
cans of St. Marco, and of the of Sr. 

Somtom Florence-, of tliQ Homan CoUcire, and of 
the Mmtms of Trinita de Monte in Rome : where 
even death it felf would find a cure in Nature 
had not her great Creator otherwife determi! 
mined , when by the Sin of mankind, he was 
provoked to pronounce a Curfe on Nature’s 
felf. In fine, it excels in all kind of Provihons 
either for dyet or fport and I have feen in 
whole cartloads of Wild Boars and Veni- 
lon brought in at once to be fold in the Mar- 
ket j and above threefcore Hares in Florence 
brought^, in one day, by the two Compa- 
hiesof Hunters, the Pwavo/i and Piatelli. on

try not to ferve j their Marius alfo, to wir. 
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their brave Cafiruccio, who from a Common 
Soaldier mounted up by deferts to the hrgh- 
cft: .Military Commands in the Emperor’s 
Army. In fine, their Cafar too, to wit, the 
Marqiiip Spinola, or rather the Achilles of Italy^ 
who took that other Trcy^ O/lesjd, after three ' 
years fiege : this Siege was far more famous than 
that of Troy ^ becaufe far truer. For in the Siege 
of Tr^ it was Poetry only that made the War,- 
that framed and filled the Wooden Horfe with 
Worthies; that dragged^c5?or round about the -fwycrftc- 
Walls ;it was Pen and Ink that killed fo many 
Men fomtio vinocjnc fepultos ; and Troy was eafily 
burnt, bccaufcit was built of Poets Paper. But 
Oftcnd all was rea^ and all Estrope almoft, whogeTtee 
had their forces or eyes there, were witnefo of 
it ; and all this done by Spinota an Italian. 

Italy was governed by divers Kings, and be- 
came iubjeft to feveral Republicks •, untill at 
length her cheif City iJo/w became the ftatiof 
an univerfal Empire. 

She hath been called Satitrma from Satitrn ; ' 3 

Latiuhi.^ Oenotria.flndHefpcrta., from three other 
Princes, who planted feveral Colonies there ; 
tho it may feem that the Crifci^w^ had given 
her this name becaufc of hcrwclterly fituation :

bred here) gave it the name of Italy ; But thefe 
names were us’d for Italy., when it was at firfl:

B4 gan- 
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gan to decline in the Fifth Century, when th© 
Goths, Lombards ^French, Normans, Saracens^Ger- 
mans,ztd many Other Nations did in their turn® 
revenge the Injuries that had been done them , 
ind every one in their time fettled and feated 
thcmfelves in Italy. But the Emperor Jaflman 
expel’d numbers of thefc Barbarians by the 
gdro Conduct andValour of his brave Captains 
BeUifarius and Narfus, and etedked an Exarchate 
/‘ - in the Cky of Revena. But the Lombards again 
f recovered it, and being now its Lords, founded 

the Kingdom of Lombardy A. D. 508, in GaHta 
Ci/alpina. This Kingdom ftood for about 204 
years ;but was utterly ruin’d by CharUmain 774 
who thereupon gave to the Sec of Rome a con- 
fiderable part of itsTcritorics. ThCil/'j/w'j 
did, in the ninth,tenth and eleventh Centuries, 
make Incnrfions into Italy and took pofleflion 
of the Iftatid of Ckily, but the Normans made 
h*ead againft ’em, and drove them out A. p, 
1058. Afterwards the French and Spaniard 
have by turns obtained theGovernment:Bucat 
prefent all the Princes that poffefs land in Italy 
act at their own pleafore, and conformably to 
their own interefts, depending cither on the. 
Pope or the Emperor of Germany. . '■ 

The Itali' Italian Humonar, it is a middling 

#n Hu- humour, between too much gravity of the 

ard, and too great of the fre«cJl», Their 
gravity is not without fome flre,nor their levity 
without fome flegm. They arc apifli enough in 
Carneval time, and upon their Stages as long 
as the Vizard is on ; but that once off, they arc 
too wife to play the Fools in their own Names, 
and own it with their own Faces. They have 

ftrong ■ 
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ilrong Fancies, and yetfolid Judgments. A hap- 
py temper, which makes them ^reac Predchers^^ 
Politicians and Ingtnkrs ^ blit withal tliey are a- 
little too melancholy 2ind jealous :They are gre^t 
Lovers of their Brethren hnd near Kindred, as 
the Firll Friends they, are acquainted withal by 
Mature ^ and if any of them lie in pafs and fair 
advancement, all the reft of his Relations will 
lend him their Poifes, as well as their Shoul- 
ders, to help him np^ though he be but their 
younger Brother. They are fparing in Diet, 
whereby they both live in health and live 
handfomly^ making their Bellies contribute 
to^ the maintenance of their Backs, and their 
R itchin help to t^ keeping of theirStable.Sobr i- 
etf is one of their principal moral Virtues, for 
they neither cat nor drink to cxcefs. It is the 
greateft affront for a man to be called Imbriaco 
orDrunkard^And notwithftanding all the excel- 
lent wines they have in one ftiall never fee 
anyPerfon drunk there.Thcy are ambitious ftill 
of Honors, remerabring they are the Succeffors 
of the Mafters of the World, the Old Romans *, 
and to put tlie World ftill in mind of ir, 
they take to themfelves the glorious Names ot 
CamiKo, Scipione^ lalio^ Mario^ Pomfco^ Crr.Thcy 
are as lenliblealfb of their Honour, asdefirous 
of Honours •, and this makes them obftrve 
their Wives, even to jealoufie, knowing that 
for one Cornelius Tacitus^ there have been ten 
Pithlii Cornelii ^ and that Lucius Cornificus is the 
moll affronting Man. They are hard to be 
pleafed, when they have been once inctnfed, 
|jut they care not to take revenge in the open 
field. . 
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In fine, they affeft very much compounde4 
names as Piccolomni^ Capilupo^ Bemimglioj Ma~ 
lefpina^ Boncom^agno^ Malvezjcj Riccobono, Mala- 
tefia j Homodti ^ and fuch like married 
Names.

IhtiT mm- As for their Manners, they are mofl com'-/ 
rers. . mendable. They have taught them in their’ 
See Mon- Eooks, they pradUfe them in their aftions, and 
jSu- fpread them abroad overall Europe^ 

^ano * '^hich owes its Civility unto ththalians as well' 
Crttjiioy as its Religion. They never affront ftrangers 
Bdhd^sr in what Habit fbever they appear j and if the 
ftrangenefs of the Habit draw the Italians eye 
to it, yet he will never draw in his mouth to 
’kngh at it. As for their Apparel or Eh-efs, it’s 
commonly Black and Modeft. They follow the' 
French in fafhion, but not too haftily, except in 
tbofe places that arc of the Spanipi Faftion. or 
under that Government, for then one fhall fee 
them drefl as well as walk all Spanip). 

They value no Bravery but that of Coach 
and Horfes and Staffiers ; and they facrificc 
a world of little Satisfaftions to that main 
one of being able to keep a Coach. Their 
Points de Eenice, Ribbons and Gold Lace, are 
all turned into and Liveries', and that 

Money which we fpend in Treats ana Ta- 
verns, they fpend in Coach and Furniture. 
They are indeed frugal almoft to excefs ;• 
for it is ufual for Princes and Cardinals, that 
have received a Prefent of Sweetmeats, Fowls, 
to make fale of ’em to the Confeftioner 
or Poulterer, e^f. which would here be thought 
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no lefs than the effects of a covetous andmi- 
ferable temper. 

They will abufe no one by aSatyrical Drol- . 
ling or Jelling, or making fuch fevere Refle- . 

Aions that one is not able to bear. It is no 
eafie matter for a Stranger to find accefs to 
their company, but, once gain’d, it will be . 
found very fweet, civil, and obliging, fo as 
^they may neither offend the Company in which 
•they are, nor'any Perfon, Relation or Friend j 
fo refpedful are they one to another, that the* 
greatefl: familiarity docs not make them re- 
cede from all ftrifleft Rules of courteous Car-, 
riage. They are molt extreamiy civil to Stran- 
‘ g?rs, avoiding whatfoever might difguft them; 
they will not take any occafion of refentment 
from a Stranger , from hence it is, that they 
avoid induftrioufly to ask any one of his Re- 
ligion •, nor will, vyhen know, enter into any 
Difputes about that Subjeft that may occafion 
a Quarrel. 

They do not only fuffer every one to fpcak 
in his turn, but alfo attend till he has done, 
counting it a piece of ill breeding for any one 
to interrupt another in his Difeourfe ; they 
whifper not in Company, nor talk in ano- 
ther Language, that all the Company does 
not underfland and Backbiting is with 
therp look’d on as an unpardonable Af- 
front. 

They are precife in point of Ceremony and TlvirCf- 
Receptiotif and are not puzzled at all when they 
hear a great man is coming to vifit them. 

There’s not a man of them, but he knows how 

to 
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to entertain men of all conditions \ that is^ 

: ' how far to meet^ how to place them, how to 
ftlleaqd treat them, howto recondoti them,, 

’ and how far. They are good for NuncUtHrcsl 
£mbajfies^ and State Employments^ being men of 
good behaviomr, looks, temper, and diferetion, 
and never outrunning their nufineis. They 
ate great Lovers' of Mnficky Mejah, Statnes^ 
and ?\Uu,Yes^ as thing's whkhcithciJ divert their 
Melancholy, or humor k: andliiave read of 
one ’^act\mo Raynero^ a Shoemaker of Bolognia^ 

' who gather'd together fo many curious Medals 

of Gold, Silver snd Brafs, as would have be- 
come the Cabinet of any Prince. In fine, they 

are e’vtrcamly civil to one-another, not only • 

put of an awe they ft^nd in one towards ano- 
thw not knowing whole turn it may be next 
to come to the higheft Honours, but alio out 
of a Natural Gravity and Civil Education^ 
xvhlch makes even ^cbool-boys (an infolcnt Na- 
tion any where elft) moft refpeaful to one ano- 
ther in wotds apd deeds, treating one another 
with roJh-/t Signoria^ and abftaining from all 
gioco di mano. Nay, Matters themfelves here 
never beat their Servants, but, remit; them to- 
■ ’’ Jutlice, if the fault require it ^ and. 1 cannoft 

fem^umer to have heard in Rome two Women 
fcold pnblickly, or Man and- Wife quarrel ia 
words, except once, and then they did it fo- 
privately and fecretly^ and’fcoldcd in fuch a, 
low tone, that I perceiv’d the Italfons had Rea- 
fnn about , even in the raidft of their 
Qbokr,, " .

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As for their pxrticfthr CHfipms^X}AS^ ire mMy . Tleir psr- 
They marry by their Ears oftner than by their ticuitr Ca- 
Eyes, and fcarce fpeak with one another tilrl™®^ 
they meet before the PariSi Priefl:, to (peak 
the indifiblraMc words of Wedlock, They make 
Children to go bareheaded till they be four or 
five years old, hardning them thus -againlb 
aheums and Catarrhs when they fliall be ©Id. 

Hence few People in haly go fo wartp on their 
Heads as thev-do in -Fritnee^ Men in tlvhr Hpufes 
wearing nothing upon their Heads but a little 
Calotte^ nd Women for the raoft ,part going all 
bareheaded in the midft of Winter it felf. iTo- 
hcrealfo wafit their Heads weekly in a walh 
made for the nonce, and dry themugain-in the 
Son, to make their Hair yellow, a colour much 
in vogue here among L^ies. Ahd one rnay 
,add to this, that they paint, than which 
nothing is more common ^ and for.all forts of 
Ornaments and Decorations, tliey ufo as much 
as their Husbands ^nd friends will permit ; 

There goesa Saying of ’em. That are Mag- 

ffes at the Doer, Saints in the Chiirch, G oats in the 
Garden, jFtgels in the Streets, Swens in the IVirr- 
■doifs, and Devils in the HOufe, The Men throw 
off their Hats, Cuffs, and Bands, as well as their 
Cloaks, at their return lioniefrom Vifits or Bu- 
Tinefe, and pht on a grey Coat, without whicK 
they cannot dine or fop ^ and I have been in- 
"vited to dinner by an Italian, who before din- 
ner made his Men take off our Hats and Cloaks, 
and prefent every one of us (and we were- five 
in all) with a colour’d Coat, and a little Ga^ 
ro dine in. At dinner they ferve in the:belt 
^Idats fifftj and cat backwards 5 tbat is, they 
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begin with the fecond courfe, and end with 
boyl’d Meat and Pottage. They never prefent 
you with Salt, or Brains of any Fowl, left they 
may fefetn to reproach unto you want of Wit. 
They bring you Drink upon a Sottecoppa of Sil- 
ver, with three or four GlalTes upon it, two or 
three of which areiftrait-neck’d Glaflcs, (cal- 
led there Caraffa's) full of feveral forts of 
Wines or Water,and one empty drinking Glais 
into which you may pour what quantity of 
Wine and Water you pleafe to drink, and not 
Hand to the diftretion of the waiters, as they 
do in other Countries^ At great Feafts no man 
cuts for himfelf, but feveral Carvers cut up all 
the Meat at a Sidfe*tablc, and give to the Wai- 
ters,tobe carried to the Guefts ; and every orte 
Tiath the very fartie part of Meat carried unto 
bim, to wit, a Jn»^iand a Le^ of wild Fow^ 
&c. left any one take exceptions that others 
were better uled than he. The Carvers never 
touch the Meat with their Hands, but only 
with their Knife and Fork,and great lilver Spoon 
for theSauce. Every man here cats with hjs 
fork and Knife, and never toucheth any thing 
with his Fingers but his Bread ^ this keeps the 
Linen neat, and the Fingers fweet. If you 
drink to ah Italian^ he thanks you with bend- 
ing, when you falutc him, and lets you drink 
quietly, without watching ( as we do in E»f~ 
land) to thank you again when you have drank, 
and the firft time he drinks after that, will be 
to you, in requital of your former Courtefie. 
They have a ftrange way of returning Affronts 
‘vvhen they happen ; they break, if they can, , a 
Bottle of Ink on the perfon, efpccially if flie is 
‘ aWo-» 
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a Woman, brelfe over the Door of the Houip, 
fo that it remain fpottcd ; and this is taken 
for the grcatefl: mark of Infamy that can re- 
main upon one. It is very troablefome to tra- 
vel with Fire-arms here, becaufe we are forc’d 
in raoft Cities to leave ’em at the Gate with the 
Guard, till fucli time as we leave the place : 

.This is done to prevent private Aflaults and 
Murders, which would happen here very of- 
ten, by reafon of their Jealoufie, did they not 
take this coarfe. When we part from one Ci- 
ty, we muft either take a Bill of Health, or we 
ftall not be admitted into another. ' 

They count not the hours of the day, as we 
do, from tmlve to twelve^ but they begin thdr 
count from Sun-fet^znA the firft hour after 5/<»- 
fet is one a-clock ; and fo they count on till/o«r 
and twenty^ that is, till the next Sun-ftx 
4 have often dined at fixteeh a- clock, and gone 
abroad in the Evening, to take the-Air, at two 
and tvventy. They call Men . much by their 
Chriftian Names, Signor Pietro^ Signor Francefco^ 

Signor yacomo, &c. and you may live whole 
Years with an Italian^ and be very well ac- qu^nl- 
^uainted with him,without knowing him, that 
is, without knowing his diftin^ive Surname. St. Aug. 
People of quality never vifit one another, but 
they fend firft to know when they may do it, 
without troubling him they intend to vifit ; by 
this means they never rulh into one anothers 
Chambers without knocking, as they do in 
France-^ nor crols theDefigns or Bufinefs of 
him^ they vifit, as they do in England^ with 
tedious dry Vifits ; nor find- one another ci- 
ther undrefled in Clothes, unprovided.in Com- 

plcmcntf 
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pletnents and Diicourle, or without their At? 
tendants and Train. In the Streets Men and 
Women of Condition fcldom or never go to^ 
gether in the fame Coach,except they beit^an- 
gers, that is, of another Town or Country ; 
nay. Husbands and Wives are fcldom feen to- 
gether in the lame Coach, becaufc all men do 
not know them to be fc. In the Str'eets,wbei 
two Perfons of great quality racet,as two uim- 
hajfadt»trs„ Ot two Cardinals^ they both ftop 
their Coaches, and comjdcme^ one another 
civiiy, and then retire \ but Itill he that is in* 
feriour mult let the other’s Coach move 
If any man, being a foot in the Street, meet a 
great man, either in Coach, or a foot, he -muft 
hot ndute him in going on Jiis way^ as wc.doin 
£/?^Wand iFr«»cf, without Itopping, but be 
mull Itand Itill whilft the other pallcth, and 
bend TefpedtfuUy to him as he goes by, an<|^ 
then continue his marcti. In fine, of all the Na- 
tions 1 have feed, I know none diat liv^ 
clothes, eats, drinks and (peaks lb much with 
Rcafon as the do. 

As for their Riches^ they mult needs he great* 
That which is vifible in their magnificent Pa- 
laces, Churches, Monaftcries, Gardens, Fonn^ 
tainSj and rich-fur nifli d Rooin^ fpcaks that to 
be great -which is in tlic Couers : and that 
which the King of Spain draws vifibly from 
.bZ<»l«e-vcr-y year, Ihews wbat.the.other pans 
of iw/y could do for a need, if they were mt 
to it M acceffity. Nay, 1 am of opinion, that 
Ap.vcry Snerifiy oi Loretto^ x\^^.G^ery of Ihc 
jHike of-F/t3rr?;cf,-and the Trcafiry of ATotirr, 
iviuld^ upon aaemergent occafion of ^Gathipi; 
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or Turiijh Invafion, be able to maintain an 
Army for five years fpace ; and the Plate in 
Churches and Monafteries would be able to do 
as muth more, if the owners of it were 
ibundly frighted with a new Gothick Eruption. 
As for th^ Richts of particular Princes in Jtdy^ 
1 win fpeak of them as i view their States here 
below. 

The Nobles and Gentlemen of Italy delight 
to inhabit their Cities, from whence it is that 
they are fo great, and fine, and well built, lb 
opulent and rich, great Ptrfons chufing more 
to fpend their Eftates in building Palaces, and 
adorning them with Paintings and Statues^ 
fpacious Orchards, Gardens, and Walks, and 
in keeping Coaches, and fine Horfes, and great 
Retinues of Servants, than in keeping great 
Houfes and plentiful Tables. They are fuch 
Admirers of Piftures and Statues, that they" 
will give any rate for choice Pieces of either. 
They love very much a Theatrical Pomp, and 
are feen very often at publick Shows^c^c. and 
the inferiour Gentry affeft to appear in pub- 
lick with all polRblc fplendor, chufing to deny 
themfeives many fatisfaftions it home, that 
they may better keep a Coach, and therein 
make the Toi^r about the Streets of 

their Cities, as it is the manner of the Gentry 
to do, etpecially in Fenhe. When there arc 
rn^i^ Brothers of one Houfe, ’tis not ufual for 
raore thari one to marry, nor any befides the 
eldeft, if he fhall pleafe •, but if he has no In- 
clination, then any other, as it can be agreed' 
pn .amdngthem*,. and all the reft do what they- 
rjjri'td rhake him' gt6?tths(t is married, thcre- 

t by 
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by to keep up the Port of the Family ; But the 
Brothers that marry not, many of them keep 
and carefs themfelves in the wanton Embraces 
of lewd Courtcfans.. 

There are Hofpitals in many of their Cities, 
where Pilgrims and poor Travellers are entcr- 
taiiicd,aud have Diet and Lodging given them 
for three days, befides, a piece of Money at 
their departure *, but we were told by fome, 
that this Charity is very mudi abufed of late. 

' tho’, having no occafion to make tryal, 1 could 
not 'find out any means of gaining certain in- 
formation. There are alfo fome Hofpitals to 
j receive Children that are expos’d, where care 

r is taken of ’em : this is faid to be done on puf- 

pofe to prevent Peoples murdering their Chil- 
dren to conceal their Shame, 

■ ATicflr-dinncr in Jtaiy ftiall be drefs’d tijl 
one may lhake it to pieces upon a Fork : it is 
naturally, more lean and dry than ouvSj but by 
their over-roafting, &c. they leave m it no 
Juice at all ; and their Fires are made under 
tire Spit, tliat the Fat may drop on them, and 
give the Meat a tinfture^ They ferape Cheefe 
upon all their DiOies, even of Flcfli, counting 
that it gives the Meat a gewd relilh. Froggs. 
Terv’d up is a great Difli with them ; they are 
/ ufually fry’d, and fent op with Oyl ; but at

'may take in going into Ituly are five, to 
wit, jiither through Flanders and Germany ^ and 
fo to fall in at Trent or Trev^, andfb to Venice,; 
Or elfe by France^and fo to Marfeilles yZnd thence 
to Genoa by Sea. Or elfe by L^nd from Lyons^ 
through the (7rryo«/ Country, and 

the F'altolme^ and fo pop up at Brefcia. Or elfe ' 
from Lyons again through the Vakfians Country , 
over Mount Sam^ion, the Lake major^ and fo to 
Milan. Or elfe, in fine, from Lyons ftill over 
Mount Ceni', and fo to T «r/«, the nearefl: Poft- 
way. I have gone or come all thefe ways, in ' 
my five Voyages into Jtaly^ and the!* Ij)r,efcrthc 
laft for fpeed and conveniency, yet I will de- 
feribe the others too, that ray young Traveller 
may know how to fteer his courfe, either in 
time of Plague or War. • ^ 

My Virfi Voyage into Italy. . * 

M y firft Voyage was through Flanders and 
Germany., and fo to Trent. The way is, 
from England to Dunkirk ; from thence to 
furnes^ LJewfort^Ojlend^ Bruges^ Chent^Bru^ets^ 
Lovain^ Liege., Cologn-, Mayence., Francford.,and lb 
cro’fllng to Mafnchen; the Court of the E)uke of. 
Bavaria.^ and fiom thence to Aushurg., and Jn~ 
f^ruck., you comr foon to Tr»r, which Hands 
• up' 

' • i' 
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upon the Confines of Germany ^ and lets you into 
/T4/y, by Trmyo,belonging to the Fenetians. To 
defciibe all thefe ’forefaul places, would take 
me too ranch time from my defign o»f defci ibing 
Italy^ apd therefore I content my ielf only to 
have nani?d them. 

My fecond Voyage. \ 

M y fecond Voyage was by the way of France,. 

where I ftarted fvo\nParis, and made to- 
wards Lyons ; in the way I took notice of thefe 
places. 

'Ufonea neathoufe belonging then to Monftenr 
Ejjolin. The Houfe is fo pretty, that I think it 
worth the T. ravellers feeing, and my deferi- 
bing. It Hands in tiic (hade of a thick grove 
of Trees, and is wholly built and futnilhed al- 
JtaliafM. Under the fide of the Houle, runs a 
little Brook, which being received into a Baion 
of Free*ftonc, juft as long as the Houfe, and 
ruade like a Ship, (that is, Iharp at both ends 
and wide in the middle) it is cloven, and di-, 
vided into two by the Iharp end of this Ship, 
and conveyed in clole Channels of Free-ftone, 
on both fides of the Ship or Balbn, into which 
it empties it felf by feveral Tunnels,, or Pipes: 
fo that all this Water fpouting into the open 
Ship on both fides, by four and twenty Tun- 
nels, makes under the Windows of the Houle, 
fuch a perpetual purling of Water, (like ma- 
ny. Fountains ) that the gentle noife is able, to 
make the moft jealous Man fleep profoundly. . 
At the other end of the Houfe, this Water 
ilfticth but of the other end of the faid Ship. and 
- *■ • C4 k 
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is courteoufly entreated by feveral hidden pipes • 
of Lead, to walk into the Houfe, inftead of 
running by fo fall .* which it doth, and isprc- 
fcntly led into the Cellars, and Buttery ^ and 
not only into thcfe, but alfo into the Kitchin, 
Stables , Chambers , and Bathing Room, all 
which it furnifheth with Water either for 
Neceffity or Pleafure. Then being led into the 
curious Garden, it’s met there by a world of 
little open Channels of Frec-ffonc, built like 
Knots of Flowers ^ all which it fills brimful, 
and makes even Flowers of Water. Then run- 
■ , nipg up and down here and there among the 
fragrant Delights of this Garden , as if it had 
forgotten its Errant to the Sea, it feems to be 
lb taken with thofe fweet Beds of Flowers,'and 
fo defirousof relting upon them, after fe many 
miles running, that it offers to turn it felf into 
any poftore, rather than be turned out of this 
fweet place. 

From TJfone I came to Fomtain-vlean ^ where 
1 faw that Kingly Houfe, the of France. 

k Hands -in the midft of a great Forvyr. full of 
ih: Court Royal Game, and a place of Delight of Henry 
•f t^vChe- the Fourth. The Houfe is capable of lodging 
vil Blanc. j^ipgs with feveral Courts. The Court of 
Cheval Blanc is a noble fquare of Buildings ; but 
the lownefs of the Buildings and Lodgings Ihews, 
, they are for the lower fort of People, and the 
. Servant S' Lodgings to the Royal ^dpartments. 

/;-Oval. The Oval Court is a good old Building. The 
Court. Kings and Queens Lodgings w ith their Cabinets 
Tie GiUe- groan under their rich gilt Roofs. The Gallery 
of Staggs Heads is a ftately Room; than which 
nothing can be more Cavalierly furnilhed*, 
' • ^except 
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except fuch another G/riSffry hang with Turhijlt 
Standards won in War. The other long Galle. Gaiif 
ries of Romances and Fables, painted hy Simon 
f^oyet and others, arc much efteemed : the on- 
ly pity is that fuch true painting fliould not 
have been employed upon true Hiftories. 

The Salle of the Conference is a ftately Room, The SsUe, 
where the Bilhopof Ettreux ( afterwards called oftl^Gon- 
Hhe Cardinal dn Perron") in prcfence of 
Henry the Fourth , the Chancellor, five ]vidgtSjubUck 
> of both Religions, and the whole Room full-Df^;/j(^'fF» 
learned Men, difputed with Monfieur PleJfisConfrencc 
Mornay, the of thofc of Charenton. 

Hall of Mashes, and the Lodgings of Madam ^

fair Piflure cannot hinder Men from blaming 
her foul Life*, nor from cenfuring ihdXSolceciJm 
of the Painter, who made Chafte Diana look . . 

like Madam Cabritlle. There are allb here 
Chapels, the old and the new. The old one^' 
is a pcor thing and feeras to have been built 
for Hunters : W the new one is both neat and ■ 
ftately, and built upon this occafton, as a 
Bifh'"‘P in France told me. j4 Spanijl) Embaffador 
icfiding in Paris in Hemy the IV. bis time •, went ' ^ 
one day from Va:)-is to Fomtaiti-bkan , to 
lYth French Efcarial. Arriving, he lighted after 
his Country falhion, at the Chappel Door 
(the old Chappel) and entering in, to thank 
Gcd forhis fare arrival, he wondred to fee fo 
' poor and dark a Chapel , and asking with in- * 
dignatipn, whether this were the Cafa di Dios, 
the Houfe of God ? he turned prefcntly away 
with fcorn, faying, No quiero ver mas j f care for 
■ ' fee- 
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- facing no more not flaying to fee that place, 
where the King had fo fine a Houfe, and God 
•, fo poor a Chaoel. This being told the laft King 
Lewu the XIII. he commanded forthwith th© 
pew Chapel to be built in that fumptuous po- 
fturc we now fee it. 

Going out of the Houfe, you lind a handfomc 
Maily and rare Ponds of Water, which even^, 
baptize this place with the name of Fountain- - 
hlean. In thefc Pondsy as alio in the Moat a- - 
cliCirps.honx. the Houfe, are kept excellent Carps’^\ ‘ 
mme whereof were faid to be an hundred years 
old ; which, though we were-not bound to be- 
lieve, might make Men believe that there at e 
gray jcalcsy as well as hairs ‘y and decayed 
fifhes, as well as oecrepit Men ; efpecially 
when ColumcBa fpeaks of a Filh of his acquaint ' 
tance, in Cafars Fifh-ponds near PaH/ilippfffy - 
wltich had lived thrscfcore years •, and Gefne^ -- 
rus relates, that in a Fifh-Pond near Haylprusn' " 
in SuabiCy^ a Filh was catched uinuo 1497, with ^ 
aBrafsRingat hisGills,in which wereengravea ' 
thefs words : I am the jirfi Fijh which Frederick 
the fccondyGoiernosrr of the world^put into this Pond'i 
5 0/ October 1163, By which it appears,-’* 
that this Fifh had lived two hundred and lixty ' 
odd years. But to return again to our Carps of 
Fount ain~hlea(t. It’s an ordinary divertifement ’ 
here, to throw a halfpenny loaf into the Moac 
among the Carps, and to fee how foine will ' 
mumble and jumble it to and fro *, how' others 
will puffa^d fnuff, how fuch hot Paflions fhould ' 
be found in cold Water ; but every thing that 
lives, will fight for that whereby it lives, i^ 
Vidiials.

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Having feea I faw one cx-^»«W/»- 

traordinary thing in the reft of the way to 
otts, it was an o]d Infeription in Letters of Gold, 
upon a Wooden Fabrick, a mile before 1 came Men. ■ 
to M^,ntargu^ importing, that the Efiglifli being 
encamped here, had been forced to raife their 
Siege before Montarps^ by reafon of great 
Rain and Hidden Inundations. Some of the 
French Hiftorians will have it, that it was the 
Count de Dunois^ that forced the Englifh to raile 
the Siege here ; but 1 had rather believe publick 
inferiptions, than private flattery ; and it was 
more honourable for the to be over- 
come by God than by Men. • 

From hence I paffed through Montarm , a 
neat pleafantTown \ in the great jy^/fofwhofe 
Cufile is painted the Hiftory of the Hog that 
fought a HmI with the Murderer of his Mafier-, 
and it is not flrange that the Dog that had put 
*n Humanity, overcame him that had put it off, 
to efpoufe the devouring humour of a Dog. 
lliisis the chief Town of the CajHnous. 

From hence I went to where I law the J^riirf: 
cut Channel that joyns Loire and Sene together .. 

in Traffick, whofe Beds otherwife ftand wide 'f'!' 
from one another in fituation. ssve. 

From thence to Cofne la Charite PongHesfimom 
for whoiefome ftinking waters : Neures famous 
for Glafs I^ufes^ MouiwJ hmom for Knivqs and 
Sciffors.^ La Palife, where they make excellent 
Winter-Boots ^ Roanne., where Loire., begins to 
be navigable, and fo over T trrara Hills to Lyons.

• ■' incnt, upon this condition, that the Count 
fliould leave to the Chapter his Country of 
Forrefis^ which he did -, and fo ever fince the 
Dean and Prebends have been called Counts of 
St. John. 

The chief things to be feen in Lyots* are, 
thefe. 

s. Joins I. The great Church, or Cathedral calledl 
tbunb, Church. It’s the Seat of an Arclibilhop,, 

who is Primate of Gaul. St. Irenam was a great 
Ornament of this Church,as was alfo Eucheruu.. 
Upon Solemn Days the Canons officiate in Mi- 
ters like Bifliops. They fing here all the Of- 
fice by Heart, and without Book, as alfo with- 
out Prick-Song Mufick,Organs,or other Inftra- 
ments, ufingonly the antient plain fong. The 
High- Altar is like thofe of Italy, that is opea 
on all fides^ with a Crucifix and two little Can- 
dleflicks upon it. I never faw any hangings 
in this Church, not upon the greatell days, but

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venerable old Walls. 'The Clock here is much 
^n^yed up for a rare piece.

It looks like a little Town, having in it 
nine Courts, all built up with lodgings for the 
poor, who are about fifteen hundred, and di- 
vided into feveral Clallcs, with their feveral 
Refredories and Chapels. 

10. The Head of St. Bonav&nure in the Cor- 
deliers Omreh. 

11. The Caftleof Bierre jindfe^ built upon 
a Rock. 

1 2 . Nofire Dome de Fourier ftanding upon a 
high Hill, from whence you have a perfed 
view of Lyons. 



13. Laft- 
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T 3. Laftly, the rare Cabinet of Monfieur Ser-r 
-y/fr, a moll ingenious Gentleman 5 where I faw 
moft rare experiments in Mathmaticks and Afe- 
fhanick^, all made by his own hand ; as the Sym- 
pathetica 1 Balls, one fpringihg up at the ap-r 
proach of the other, held up a pretty diftaneq 
off - the demoaftration of a quick way how tQ 
pafs any Array over a River with one Boat, and 
a Wooden Bridge eafily to be .folded up upon 
one Cart: the Monfe-dioJi where a little things 
like 2 Moufe, by her infenfible motion^ marks 
the hours of the day. The Li^ard-Mal is much 
like the former, only the Moufe moves upon 
a plain Frame of Wood which hath the hours 
marked on it ; and the Liz.ard creeps upward 
from hoar to hour. The N'wht dUl^ fliewirig. 
by a lighted Lamp fet behinefit, the hours of 
the night, which are painted in colours upon 
C^lcd Paper, and turn about as the time goes. 
The "J'ortoife-dUly where a piece of Cork cu^ 
like a Tortoife, being put into a Pewter-diih 
of Water, which hath the twelve hours of the 
day marked upon its brims, goeth up and 
down the Water a while, feeking out the hour 
of the day that is then, and there fixing itfelf 
without (lirring. The Rare Engine, teaching 
how to throw Granad'i’s into befieged Towns; 
and into any precife place without failing. 
The way how to fet up a Watch-Tovyer with 
a Man in it; to look into a Town from without, 
an^ 'fee how they are drawn up within the 
Town : A way how to change Diping-Rooms 
three or four times with their Tables, the Seats 
and Gutfis being by the turning of a wheel 
tranfporied fitting; out of one Room into ano- 
ther : 
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ther, and fo into three or four more Rooms 
rarioufly hung,with Tables cover’d. Tht Desk- 
Duly which throws up a little Ball of Ivory 
without reft, and thereby marketh the hour of 
the day^ and fliewcth what a clock it is ^ the 
Dial of PlanetSy reprefenting the Days of 
the Week by feveral Figures of the Planets in 
Ivory; the Oval DUly in which the Needle 
that marks the Hours flirinketh in, or ftretch- 
eth out it felf, according as the Oval goes ; the 
Dial fliewing to every one that toucheth it his 
fredomiri^t PafiotSy with a world of other rare 
Curiofities, all made by this ingenious Gentle- 
man. 

Leaving Lyonsy I embark’d in a Cabanne, or 
little cover’d Boat, and defending the lapid 
Phofney I came polt by Water to Plenncy where vm, 
Pontius PilatCy banifli’d hither, threw himfelt off 
a high Tower, and kill’d himfelf. The Cathe- 
dral of this Town is a fair Church, dedicated 
to God, in the honour of St. Maurice ; there 
are neither Piftures nor Hangings in this 
Church. 

From hence I went to Toumoity where I law toumon. 
a good Library in the College. 

_ Thence to F zUnce in Danphincy where Lzvf Valence. 
IS taught. 

From whence I came to Pom Saim Efprh.Fm s. 
famous for its long Bridge of thirty three Ar- 
dies, and for the Bones of a Gyant, which are 
conferved in the Dominicans Convent here- 
and from hence to ^vUnon. ’ 

j^vignon is the head Town of a little Country 
call’d vulgarly the Comad leContad d'j4vi^on.A'iienm 
It belongs to the Pope, having been purchas’d 
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- by one of his Predcceflbrs anciently of Jane 
C^een of iV-*p/w, and Countefs Avignon^ 
and it fcrved for a lafe retreat to divers Popes 
confecutively, during the Troubles of 
which lafted above feventy years. At lafb 
Italy y and the Pope’s Territories there, being 
clear’d by the admirable Courage and Condu([!t 
of brave Cardinal Alhornozjuo^ who conquered 
again all the Pope’s Eftate, the Pope Gregory 
the XI. returned home again to Rome. Of the 
’forefaid C-Ax^vazX Albornozjio I cannot omit to 
tell one thing ^ That after his great Services • 
render’d to the Pope, being envied by fome of 
the Court, who had perfwaded his Holine(s< ; 
to call him to an Account for the great Summ$ 
of Money he had fpent in reducing again the 
whole State of the Pope unto its Obedience - 
he brought the next morning a Cart laden 
with Chains^ Bolts^ Loeh and Keys^ belonging - 
once to thofe Towns which he had retaken for ■ 
the Pope, and placed it under the Pope’s Win- ^ 
dow *, then going up, one defiring his Holinefs 
to draw to a Window, to fee his Accounts the . \ 
better,he openM the Window, and Ihew’d him • 
below, the Cart laden with Chains^ Bolts^ Locks 
and-jfiTeyi, faying. Holy Father^ I ffent all your . 
Money in making you Mafier again of thofe Towns r 
whofe Keys, Locks, Bolts and Chains yoa fee in that ■ -i 

■ Cart below. At which the Pope admiring, de^ 
fired no more Account of him, who proved 
his Honefty by whole Cart-loads of Services.^ 
Ever fince that time, Avignon hath belong’d to 
the Pope, and he governeth it by a f^ice- l egate 
\ >immcdiatcly, the Pope’s Nephew, frotemporei 
being ahvays Legate Of this Town.

M y third Voyage Ihto Italy was again by 
the way of Paris arid Lyons, but ik)w by 
Geneva and Swifferland. 

Parting then frorti Lyons, I palled over the 
Grand Credoy a fmart Hill, through Nantna 
ftanding upon a Lake, and in two days came to 
Geneva. 

Geneva. Geneva is built at the bottbm of Savoy, France 

and Germany. 

^ xjje things which 1 faw in GeneiJa were thele ; 

I . The great Church of S. Peter^ the Gathedrul 
anciently of the Bilhop of this Town. In the 
Quire I faw yet remaining the Pidures of the 
twelve Prophets on one fide, and the Pidures Of 
, the twelve yfooftles on the other fide, all engra- 
ven in Wood j the Pi<Jfnres alfo of the Blellcd 
virgin Mary, and S. Peter, in one of the Win- 
dows. Here alfo I faw the Tomb of the Duke 
of Bouillon, General of the Army of Germans, 
called then in France the Reiters, who in the Bat- 
tel of Julneau were beaten by the Duke of 

Ghife^ 
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Gkife, and forced to fly to Geneva^ having loffr 
1 8oo of their Men upon the placo, moft of 
them with Charms about their Necks, which 
they thought would have made them (hot-free. » 
Mounting up to the Steeple, I faw a fair Bta 
with a Crucifix caft upon it, and four good 
pieces of Ordnance, that none may lay, the 
Church efCaneva. wants Ecdefiafiical Canmru, 
And a little below, in the Belfrey^ therc live in 
feveral Chambers three or four Families. From 
the top of thisClmrcb you have afairprofped 
upon the Lake and neighbouring Countries 9 
which makes them brag here, that they can fee 
from their Steeple into fix feveral Principali- 
ties, to wit, their own, Francty Savoy ySwijficr-^ 
land^ the p^alefiam, and the Franchccousty : Init 
1 told them, it would be a greater Brag to fay, 
that they could fee into no other Country or 
Dominion but their own. 

2. I law the u4rfcnaly little, but wcH ftorcd 
with defenfive Arras. They never forget to 
Ihew the Ladders of the Saveyards^yiho attem- 
pted to furpriie this Town by lc3ling,butvvcrc 
themfelves taken and beheaded aUch^e^ left 
ibme Prince Ihould have intei ccded for them.

4. They (hew’d me here a Lihrarj^ but none 
of the bell. 

The Government of this Town was an- 
ciently Monarchical, and the Bilhop was Prince 
of it under the Duke of Savoy j but it is go- 
vern’d by Laymen and Mimfters of Catvw\ 
way ^ yet the Bilhop keeps his Title ftill, and 
the Chapter its Revenues and Lands, which

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lie in out of the JurifdidHon of Genev/t 
Both the Bifhop and Chapter have, as I was 
told, their Refidence at in Savoy ^ and of- 

ficiate in the Church of the Cordeliers, S. Fran- 
cu de Sales^ who made. Four thoufand Sermons 
to the People, was Bifhop of this See. ' 

\ Having thus feen Geneva, I made towards 
Tb: Lde of Svnfferland,\tzvix\^ the Lake on my right hand^ 
Geneva, or rather taking it on my right hand, for it 
would needs accompany me to Laufanna. 

This Lake is abfolutely the fairefl | have 
feep; it’s fairer than cither the Lake w4jor, the 
Lake of Como, the Lake of Zuric, the Lake of 
Wallinftadey the Lake of Jfee, the Lake of 
rat, or the Lake of Garda. In fome places this 
Lake of Geneva is eight miles broad, and well 
nigh fifty miles long. 1 have read of a ftranger 
• who travelling that way alone in "^inter,wheil 
the Lake was all frozen over, and covered 
with Snow, took the Lake fbr a large Plain, 
and rid upon it eight or ten miles,to the Town, 
.. where lighting at his Inn, and commending the 
fine Plain, over which he had ridden, was gi- 
ven to underftand, that he had ridden, if .not 
. in tlie Air,at leaf!: fifteen fathom above ground 
at the poor man, refledling upon the. 

danger he had been in, fell down dead with the- 
conceit of it. Thus we arc troubled not only 
at evils to come, but at evils paft-, and are ne- 
ver fo near the danger of dckh,as when we are 
newly paft it, ISo Animal but Man, hath this 
Folly. / ^ * 

Isufanra . ' Laufanna is a T own in Swifftrland, belonging 
to the Canton of Berne. Here I faw an ancient 
Church of a noble Struchirc •, and once a Bi-- 

fivops 
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Ihops Cathedral, but now ponefled by Mini/Iers 
of Calvin\ Communion; and the man that 
fticwed us the Church (tho’ not a told 

us, That the Records of that Church bore, that 
Mafs had been fa id in it thirteen hundred years ' 
ago. 

From Laujarna I went towards Sokur^ skirt- swi(f:r- 
ing through the Cantons, fometimes of Berne^hnd, 
fomrtimes of Frihur^^ and fometimes in one 
days Journey I pafTed into a P,apal Canton^ and 
by and by into a Proteflant Canton again, for 
here Papift and Protellant Villages are mingl’d 
together, and make the Country look like the 
back-fide ofa pair of Tables, chequer’d with 
white and black. In one Village you have a, 

Crofs fet up, to lignifie that it is Papal, be- 
longing to the Canton of Fributg ; by^ and by, 
in another Village, a high Flag with the pidure 
of a Bear in it, to fignifie that it belongs to”S " 
the Canton of Bmie^ and is Protefbant ; andfiiar.**^ 
yet they live civilly and neighbourly together, 
without quarreling about Religion. 

PalfiBg thus along, I came to 5 o/c/;r,( 5 o/o/w- Soleur. 
tiutn in Latin) a heat Town, and head ofa Can- 
ton: they zxt ‘aWPdpifls here ; and here itjs 
that the French Embajfadors to' the Swiffers^- 
waies refide, as the Spanip} Embafadors do at 
Liitcrna. This Town is very ancient, as the '• 
golden Letters upon the Clock teftifie, for^^r:* 
thofe words make to be only younger jnnj/ias in 
than her Sifter Trevers, which, as t>£neas Syl. Cjonoiog. 
vim writcs,,was built 1 300 years before l^ome. 

As for Soleur^ 1 find in good Chronologers that 
it was built 2036 years after the Creation of ^ ^ 
the World,

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lAuriu From So/c*r I went to a little Town 

. famous for a great Battle fought hard by it, 
by the Duke of Burgundy and the Swijfers ^ for. 
the Duke cf Burgundy befieging Murut^ the 
Swijfers came upon him with a great Army, 
and defeated him. I was told here, that the 
Duke feeing his Army defeated, and himfclf 
environ’d on one fide by a Lake that is here, 
and on the other fide by the Enemies conquer- 
ing Army, chofe rather to trull: himfelfto the 
The Lake Lake than to his Enemies •, whereu^n fpurring 
(f Murat, Horfe iilto the Lake, one of his Pages, to 

favc himfelf alfo, leaped up behind him as he 
took Water the Duke out of fear either per- 
. ceived him not at firft, or diflcmbled it till fie, 
came to the other fide of the Lake,which is two 
. * miles broad; the flout Horfc tu^cd through^ 
with them both, and faved them both from 
drowning, but not both from death for the 
Duke feeing in what danger his Page had put; 

• t him, ftabbed the Page with his Dagger. Poor 
Prince! thou might’ft have given another Of- 
fering of Thankfgiving to God for thy elcaj^e 
than this ; nay, thou might’ft have been as ci- 
vil as thyHorfe ; thou might’ft at leaft have 
fav’d thy Honour, had ft thou fav’d a wretched 
Page, who had offended rather out of fear of 
Death than but of Malice ^ and thereby too 
have truly faid, thou hadft not loft all tby.Meq 
in that Battel : but Pafiion is a blind thing ; 
nothing is fo dangerous to Man as Man -, and 
• as I obferved above, we are never in greater 
danger than when we think our felves efcap’d. 
The Bones of the Burgmdims flain in thi^ Bat:- i 
tel are feen in a great Chapel, which ftands a ( 
: ^ ' ' littiif • 
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little diltant from the Towd, and u^n the 
Road, with an Infcription upon it touching the 
time and circuraftances of this Defeat. 

From MuTAt I made towards Zwric^ a head 
Town alfo of a Canton. It ftands moft IweeUy 
upon a L^ke, whofeCryftallin? Waters would 
delight any body eife but Sveijfers. They are 
all here Followers of Zwin^lm, and they tell 
us, when Marcfchal d’E^ree^ the French Embaf- 
fadnr to RomCy pafled that way, and lodged at 
the great Inn of the Sword^ as he was combing 
l^is Head on? morning in his Combing-cloth, 
with his Chamber-window open, fome of the 
Townfmen, who faw him (from another oppo- 
lite Window) putting on that Combing-clotb, 
and thinking it had been a Prieft putting on 
the Amice, and veiling himfelf for to fay Mafs 
before the EmbAfAdor in his Chamber, began 
with a Dutch clamour to ftir up the People to 
a Mutiny about the EmbalTador’s Houle, and to 
tall for the Prieft that was faying of Mafs ; the 
Embalfador at firft, notunderftanding the caufe, 
of this Uproar about hisHoufe,ran down with 
$word in hand, and in his Cpmbing-cloth, to 
check the firlt Man that Ihould dare to enter 
his Lodgings ^ but onderllanding at lafl: that 
his Combing- cloth had caufed this Jealoufie, he 
laughed at their Folly, and retired away con- 
tented. 

The beft things to be fecn in Zurit are 
thefe ; . 

I. The neat Zr/ennl, furnifli’d with ftore of 
j(air Cannons and Arms of all forts. 

Z. The great Library^ but in this much left 
eftcem’d by me, bccaufe a Woman had the Key

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of it, and let us in to fee it. This piece 
falfe Latin at the entrance difgufted me with 
all that 1 faw there, and made me haften out 
quickly : Good Libraries ftiould not fall m 

3. The Wheels- which draw up Water from 
the Lake of themfeives, and enfjpty it into fe- ^ 
veral Pipes, and fo convey it all over 'the' 
Town. * 

4. The publick great Drinking Hally where 
there are a world of little tables for Men of 
feveral Corporations or Trades to meet at,, 
and either talk there of their Bufiriefs, or make 
drinking their Bufinefs. Over every Table 
hangs the fign oi each T rade *, as, ' a Lafi for 
Shoemakers, a SaeUle for Sadlers, a Sword for 
Cutlers, &c. there is a great Bell that rings 
to this meeting- place every day at two a clock, 

. I and when I heard fo folenin a ringing, I thought 
it had been to fome Church- devotion^ not to a' 
drinking An'cnlbly.’ 

yf hng From Zm w I went by Water, that is upon. 
Sriigi, tjjg Lake, a whold days Jonrney, and palfecf 
under a Bridge of Wood which crofled quite 
over the Lake for two miles. It’s enteitaincd 
at the coft of the King of Spain ^ to pafs the’ 
Souldiers which he often raifeth in the adja- 
cent Countries. 

Csire. From hence I went to CtfiVe, dr Cear, the 
, • head Town of the Grifpm • the Bilhpp and 
the Clergy of the great Church, with fome 
few other living within the Precinfts of the 
. Cloyfter of the great Church, are Papifls, and • 
perform their Devotions in the Church with- 
out controul •, the reft of thq. Inhabitants are 
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ZvcinglUns, and poflefs the Town , yet they 
fufFer the Bifhop and his Clergy to live quiet- 
ly in the midft of them. They (hewed me here 
in this Church divers fine Rclicks, efpecially 
the Head (enchafed in Silver) . of our ancient „ ^ . 
Briti^i King Lmc'xm^ the firll Chriftian King 
that ever made profeffion of Chriftian Religi- chriflun 
on, and the firft who help’d to plant it here. 

The ancient Church-Office here relates all this, 
as their Books (hewed me. ‘ 

From the Grifom I went to the Country of The ViUa.- 
the V'altalirje^ a Country fubjci!^ to the Grifons^ • * 

and keeping its Fidelity to them , even when it 
would not have wanted a(fiftance from S^ain 
and Itdly-, if it would have been falfe to itsSu- 
pei iours the Grifansy under the colour of Reli- 
gion 'y thofe of the P^Altalwe being all Pafifisy . 
and their Soveraigns the Grifonsy Calvinifis. In 
3 little Town of the Grifnt?s (called Herbert a) 

I was (hew’d a Cheefe (and given to taft or it 
too)by mineHoft, the Mayor of the Town, a 
Calvinijl in Religion, and a venerable old man, 
who alTuted me ferioufk, that that Cheefe 
was an hundred years olcf: a Venerable Cheeje 
indeed. 

Between thefe two Countries of the Grifors 
and the raltalme ftands the great Hill BerlinOyMcuvt 
over which I palled, and fell from thence upon 
Pofeiavoy a little Bourg, and fo to our Ladies of 
TiranOy a neat Church, with a fair Inn hard 
by it. 

Others, to avoid the Snow of Berlwoy arc 
forced now and then (as I was once) to pafs o- 
■verthe Mountain Sflt>gy which is Hill enough i? spug. 
for any Traveller. 

From 
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mount From our Ladies of Tirano I went up a 
yiurigo. fmart Hill called Mount Jurip, and fo making 
The Lakes jft^ards the Lake of IV allinfi ade, I pafled it over 
'of Wallin- ^ 35 j ^id alfo foon after that of Ifee, 

^nd fo fell into the territories of Brefda in 
Jtalyy belonging to the State of Venice.,

My fourth Voyage., 

Y fourth Voyage into Italy was from 
^ ^ Lpns again and Geneva^ where I now 
took the Uke on my left hand, and pafling a- 
long the skirts of ^avay., 1 came to Boveretta^ a> 
little Village, and fo to "St. Maurice., the firft 
Town in the Valejians Country^ This Town is 
sjAaurice fo Called from St. Maurice., tn« brave Comman- 
der of the Theban Legion,^ in the primitive 
times, and who was martyr’d here forthepro- 
feffion of Chriftian Religion, together with hi& 
whole Legion. Hence an Abbey was built 
here by Sigifmund King of Burgundy., and called 
St. Maurice. 

TheVah- Now this Country is called the Country oL 
the Valejians., from the perpetual Valley in 
which it lieth. The People have for their Pmee, 
the Bifliop of Sw«,the chief Town of the Coun- 
try : their Valley is above four days Journey, 
long, befides their Hills, which are two more : 
Molt of their little Towns and Villages ftand. 
upon Hill-fides, leaving all the plain Country, 
for tillage and pafturage : their HOufes are. 
low and dark, many of them having no Win- 
' dows,and the reft very little ones. Sed cafa pug- 
naces Curios angujta tegebat. As for the People 
here, they arc all P^M^/,and feem to be honeft 
' . Men, 
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Men> of ftoot courage, and of innocent lives, 
much Snow qucnchii^ their Luft, and high 
Mountains ftavii^ oft from them all Luxury 
and Vice : they have (hort Hair on their Heads, 
but Beards in folio ■' they are got fo far into the 
grande mode,^is to wear Breeches and Doublets, 
but that’s all, for otherwife their Clothes look 
as if they had been made by the Taylors of the 
old Patriarchs^ or as if theFafhion of them had 
been taken out of old Hangings and Tapcft'ry. 

In fine, both Men and Women here are great 
and maflive, and not eafily to be blown away ; 
fo that I may juftly fay otthis People as Cardi- 
nal Bentivoglio faid of the Swifers, that They are 
goqd for the Alfes^ and the Alfes for them. One' •/ 
thing I obferved particularly in this windy 
Country, which is, that they have many natu- 
ral Fools here, which makes me think it no 
vulgar Error which is commonly (aid, that the 
Climates that are mofi agitatedwith Winds produce 
more Fools than other Climates do. 

As for their Strength, upon adcfenfiveocca- Their 
fion,they can aflemble Forty thouland Men to- ^trevgthx 
gcther under their known Commanders, who 
are oftentimes the Innkeepers, in whofe Houfes 
we lodge i but out of their own Pit they are 
not to be feared, having neither Spirits nor Si- 
news, that is, neither Ambition nor Money to 
carry on a foreign War. n 

.From S. Maurice I went Martigni^ a great 
Ihn in a poor Village, and from thence to 
Sion. 

' Sion (anciently Sedunum ) is the chief Town Sion. 
of the Country, and (lands in the center of it. 

Here the Bifhop, who is Prince, refideth with 

his 
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his Chapter and Cathedral on one Hill, and his 
Caftle ftands on another Hill hard by. The 
Court of this Prince is not great, becanfc of 
his and his Peoples quality. A good Bifhop 
hath fomething elfe to do than to be courted^ 
and good plain People mull: follow their 
^ befl not Corns.' This Prince hath no Guards, bc- 
Guardsof caufc no Fears ^ and if Dangers flionld thrca- 
A Time, ten him, his People, ivholc Love is his only 
Arfcnal,have hands enough to defend him. So 
People, that is,' the Body 
Politick of this State, and the Soul that ani- 
mates it, feem’d to me like the Body natural in 
Maa,''where the Soul and the Body conlpjrc 
together for their mutual Felicity, , 

. . From Sion I went to Lucia, but lodged a 

Lucia, quarter of a mile from the Town, and from 
thence I reached at night; 

Briga. Briga is a iittleVillage, Handing at the foot 
of great Hills; where having relied well all 
night at the Colonel’s Houfe (the bell /»» here) 
we began the next morning to climb the Hills; 
for a Breakfaft. > For the fpacc of three hours 
. our Horfes eafed us, the aLeot not being lb 
furly as we expedled from fo rugged a brow 
Pigunt Hills ; but when we came to the lleep of the 
Simpion. Hit! it ftlf. Mount Sampioa, (one of the great 
Stair-cafes of Italy) we were forced to coninle- 
nient our Horfes, and go a foot. It was to- 
Alt wards the very lieginning of Ocicher when we 
•palled that way, therefore found that Hill 
in a goad humour, otherwife it’s frovrai d c- 
<*«■ nough. Having in one hours time crawl’d'up 
the ftcep of the Hill, we had two hours more 
riding to the Village and Inn of Samvion, where 

* ar- 
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arriving, wc found little Meat, and poor 
Drink : cold Entertainment, tho’ in a hot Sea- ^ 
fon. 

At lall, having paid for a Dinner here, tho’ 
vyc faw nothing wc could eat, we were the 
lighter in Purle, as well as in Body, to walk ‘ 
well that afternoon, rather than that after-din- 
ner. To defer ibc you the rough way we had 
between Sampion and Devedra^ down Hill al- 
ways, or fetching about Hills upon a narrow 
way artificially made out of the fide of thofe 
Hills, and fometimes flicking out of them, as if 
it had been plaifter’d to them, were able to 
make my Pen akein writing it, as well as my 
Lc^s in walking it. And here I found the Pro- 
verb falfe, which faith. That r>’j good walking 
with a Horfe in ones Hand for here we coufd 
neither ride nor lead our Horfes fecurcly, but 
either the one or the other were in danger of 
Humbling, that is, of falling five hundred h~ 

' thorn deep j for here, as well as in War^feml ' 
tantHm peccatur, a Man need but Humble once 
for all his life-time : yet by letting our Horfes 
go loofe, with the Bridle on their Necks, and / 
making a Man go befoj e each Horfe, left they 
fliould jumble one-another down, as I once faw 
the like done by Horfes in ^wifferland^ we arri- 
ved fafely at J)evedra that night. You would . 
do well alfo to light from Horfe at the going 
over all tjie little trembling Bridges of Wood 
which you will find there, remembring the 
/m/mw Proverb, which faith, Quando tu Fedi nn ' 
PoMf, falli pin honore che tU nonfat a nn Conte. 
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Having rcpofed all night in, the Houfe of the 
Signor C4y?e«4wo, we went the next Morning 
to DomodofeeU^ a little Garrifon Town of the 
Sutc of Mtlan^ troublcforac enough to Tra- 
vellers that pafs from this wayj and car- 
ry Piftols and Guns without Licenfe, . 

From Domodofcela. we palled through a fine 
plain Country, to Marguzxiy a little Village 
Handing upon the Lake Major ^ (anciently oaU’d 
Lochs y'erhanw')yihQve making pur bargain with 
pur Boat-men, to carry us in onp day from 
thence to^ ^eftcf^ and keep aloof off from the 
command of all the Caftles, which novy and 
then warn Boats to come in,^ and under pre- 
tence of fearching them for Merchandi[e,Hop 
Paflengers till they have ferew’d a piece of 
Money out of them. , . 

. Arriving lafe at 5<y?o that night, wetooh 
Coach the next day for Milan^ and Dining at 
Chits^ CafleUanxoi^ arrived betimes at that great 
Town which was call’d anciently Altero Romol 
A fecond Romei

M y Fifth Voyage into Italy was Hill from 
Lyom^ but now by the way of Mom Ce- 
nts Turing the , ordinary Poft-road, and I 
think the eafieft way of all the reft. 

Parting then from Lyons on Horfeback, wc 
paired through f^er^illier. La 'tour du PWy Beau- 
voyfn^ (whofe Bridge parts France zod Saviy) 
and came in two days to the foot of Mourm 
Jioufbehet. the Threlhold of the Jtpes this lie 
a pretty breathing Hill, and may be called.

Italy defcvibed^ in u Voyage 
thither. 

B Eing arriv’d at the foot of Mount Cents, rnmt 
anciently called CiniJiHm, and having reft- Cenit. 
cd all night at Lafnebonri, we agreed with the 
Marons to carry ds up the Hill, and down the 
HUl, as alfo oyer the Plain, and in 6ne, all the 
way to Novnlefe it felf. All this is to be ex- 
prefled in your bargain with them, otherwife 
they will cavil with you, and make you go 
over the Plain a foot : the price is, a Spaniflj 
mole for every Man that’s carried ; thofe 
raat are ftrong and vigorous ride up upon 
Mules, and walk down on foot. 

. We began to mount at our going out of our 
Inn at Lafnebourg, and having pafled by Ln 
^amafa, (where Men are pofted down the 
Hill upon the Snow in Sledges with great Cc.- 
lerity and Pleafure) after two hours tugging of 
our Chairmen or Marons, we came to the top 
of the Hill^ and a little after to the PofthoufL 
and a little Hofpitnl upon the Plain: thence 
palling by the Chapel of the 7’ranfis, (that is, . 
of thofe who are found dead of cold in the 
Snow, and are buried here) we came to the 
great Crofs znd Tavern, where we began to de.j 
feend. ^ his Hill of Mount Cents is four miles 

E 2 ia 
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in the going up, four miles upon the plain, 
and two in its defeent to Novaleje. 

Arriving about noon at Novukfe., we dined j 
horfed, and went that night to st,fa. 

Sufa., anciently Sf£e/Lp«j is a ftrong Towrf, 
and one of the Gates of Italy’., for this reafon 
the French^ in their long War with 5 /)^w,kept 
it a long time in their hands, as well as Pi^ne- 
rol., to let them into Italy when they pleas’d. 
Its Strength confifts wholly in a Cafllc 
upon a high Rock dole to the Town, and 
commanding all thc.palTage betwixt the two 
Mountains. This Town is famous in the lat- 
ter Hiftory for the fmart Adion of the F.rvKh., 
when they lx?at dowm the tw^elvc Icveral 
rkrs., whereby the Duke of Savoy thought to 
have choaked their paflage : this Aftion is fa^ 
mous in Hiftory, by the name of /e ^as de Sufi: 
Here at Sufi begins Piedmont. 

From Stfi wc went to S. Jmhropo., and paf* 
fed by Rivolle., a fine Houfeof the Dttke\ ftand- 
ing in a good Air, and at night wc came to 
'Turiit. 

Twin, anciently called .Augufia Tat rlnortim^ 
is fituated in a Plain, near the foot of the Hills, 
and upon the Banks of the River Jo, which 
begins here to be navigable, and from hence 
carries Boats to Ferrara, Chhfi, and f^tniccj 
This /’o is a noble River, and very large in 
Come places, efpccially a little below F6r,ira j 
yet I have read, that in a great drouth whicn 
happen’d in the year of the World 2^70, it 
was dry’d up and render’d, inna,vigable. , 
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This Turin is the Seat of one of the greatcft 
Trinces in Italy^ the Dakeof Savoy^ and Prince Th Date 
of Piedmont y who is alfo, treated with the title^Savc^^ 
of yiltez.zjt Eealcy and V'icario Generale del Im^io ^ 

in Italia, This Honfc of Sai'c^'^wi^ich now go- 
verns here, came anciently from Siguardr^ 

King of .sVvo»y, in the year of Chrift and 
hath conferved it felf ever fince, that is, for a 
thoufand and odd years, in a continual ferks of 
Hcroical Princes, whofe Pedigree was never 
vitiated nor interrupted by any degenerate 
Offspring. Five Emperors and four Kings have 
iflued out of tbisHoufe. 

Anciently the Dukes of Savoy kept their 
Court at C/j<fW or elfeat Bourg en JBreJfcy 
a Country now belonging to'- r<^wcf, upon ex- ^ • 
change with the Maiquifate ofSalnzx.0y2iS ma- 
ny of their tombs curioufly cut in Marble in 
the Auguflins Church there, yet fhew. It was 
AmadeOy the fifth of that Name, Duke of Savoy ^ 
that transferr’d the Court to T/o-fw. It was 
alfo this Amadeoy who in the memory of hh 
Grandfather Amadeo the IV, who had defend- 
ed Rhodes fobra vcIy,inftitHtcd the K nighthood 
of the Annunciata^ with this fingle Motto in the 
Collar of the Order, F. F. R, T. lignifytng,thaC ^ 
Fortitudo Ejns Rhodusti Tenuit. . 

The Subjects of this Prince are faid to be a- J^ix Sae^ 
bout eighteen hundred thoufand Souls. His;« 3 «- 
whole Country with Piedmont and all, is judged 
to be two hundred miles long, and fifty broad. 

His Forces thirty three thoufand Foot, and five 
thoufand Horfc : and his Revenues to be about J^eresaei. 
a million of Crowns, befides what he can row 
and then raife out of that fat Country of Pied-

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His Intf mont. His htereft is to keep well with France^ 
reft. and not fall out with Spaw. ^ f' 

lie Town As for the Town it fclf of Turing it’s almolt 
c/Turin. fqnarc,and hath four Gates in it, aftrong C/r-- 
tadd with fire Baftionsto it *, its well furnifhcd 
with good Provifioris in the Market,*, it ftands 
in a fatfoil, whidh makes ita little too dirty in 
Winter ^ and it is a Univerlity.

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6. The yiugufiws Churchy called St. Carlo^ 
ftanding in this Piazzji, adorns it much, being' 
a neat Church, and the bell contrived that I 
faw in this Town. 

7. The Capuchins Church upon a hill out of 
the Town, is above the rate of Capuchins: but 
you mufl: know who gave it, not who have it. 
From hence I had a perfeft view of T »rin, with 
the Country about it. 

8. Some three miles out of the Town, I faw 
a neat Houfe of the Dukes, called La Fcnery 
Royale. The Court fen round with Staggs- 
Heads ; the Chambers full of good Pidfures 
the Hall painted v.’ith great Piftures of the 
Duke, his Mother, his Sifters, and other Ladies 
all on Horfeback, as if they were going a Hunt- 
ing •, the Place where they keep Phefants, Par* 
fridges^ and Other fuchlike Birds ; the Stable 
for TOO Horfe, and the neat Dogkennel, are 
the beft things to be feen in this Houfe. 

9. On the other fide of the Town, about a 
■ mile off, I faw the old Dutcheffes Houfe called 

La Falmine. It ftands pleafantly upon the 
Banks ofPo, and is adorned with great varie- 
ty of Pidures, In five or fix Rooms, on the right 
hand of the Houfe, they Ihewed me a world 
of Piftures of all forts of Flowers : on the left' 
hand as many of all forts of Birds, with other 
Pidures curioufly painted. The fourPidturcs 
reprefenting the four Elements, with all that 
belongs to them •, as, all the Birds that fly in the 
^ir ^ all the Bcafis that are found upon the 
Larth j all the and (hells^ that arc found in 
the Water ^ and all things that belong to Fir 
are fo curioufly painted in their fcvcral parti- 
cular 
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cular (hapes and colours, that thefe four Pieces 

are an abridgment of all Nature , and the ad mi- ; 

ration of all that behold them. There are fome 

other good pieces here too •, as, the Magdalen 

fallen into an extafie ^ the Ra^t of the Sabins^ 

and diver's others. - 

The other Houles about the Town, as MU’’ 
l( flenr, belonging to the Duke j the FiBa of the 
Princefs Mary ^ with divers others which Ihew 
themfelvcs upon the Hill fide, arc very ftately, 
and worth feeing. ' 

Having thus feen Turing we left the ordinary 
Road whicli leads to Milan, to wit, by the way *■ 
of Fcrcclle and Novara,two ftrong towns, fron- 
tier to one another, through which I pafled in 
another Voyage, and to avoid two Armies 
which lay in the way, chofe to fteer towards 
Genoa by the low w’ay of Savona \ and paffing 
through a melancholy Country, by Altart and 
other Jittlc towns for the fpace of three days, 
wc came at laft to Savona. _ , 

, 5 rtw»i*(anciently called Sabatia or Sabatium") 
is the lecond T own, or eldeft Daughter of Ge- 
noa., and like a good Daughter indeed (he Hands 
always in her Mothers pre fence, yet keeps her 
diftance ^ it being within light of Genoa, yet 
five and twenty miles off. It Hands upon the 
Mediterranean Sea, or, as they call it here, upon 
the Riviera di Genoa. It’s fortified both hy An 
Nature, that is, by regular Fortifications 
towards the Sea, and by luHy Appennine Hills 
towards the Land. Yet whilH Savona fear’d no 
danger from either Sea or Land, it was almoft 
ruin’d in the year 1648, by Fire from Heaven, 
to wit, Lightning, which tailing upon a great 
■ Tokc;;- 
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Tower in the midfl: of the Town, where Gun- 
powderV'as kept, 'blew it up upon a fadden,- 
ajid with it threw 'down two hundred Houfes' 
rOund about it, and Houfes of note. For, paf- 
ling that way fix rtionths after, and walking a- 
mong the Ruins, I faw in many of the Houfes^ 
which were but half fallen down,’ curious pain- 
ted Chambers, andj fine g^lt Roofs’ which 
Iheiv’d me of Vvbat Houfe many of thefe Hou-* 
fes had been-, arid of what weak defence gilt 
Roofs and painted Walls are againft the Ar- 
tillery of Heaven, Thunder and Lightning. : 
This Town is famous in Hiftory for the In- 
terview of two great Kings here,' to wit, Lewis 
theX\l.ofFra>Tce^nndFerdinatuiKix\go{Nnples. 
This interview pafled with demonftrations of 
mutOf .1 civilities, not ordinary in Interview’s of 
Princesf;^ for Lewis feared not to go into llW 
Galleys and Ships of without Guards 

and unarm’d and Ferdwatid remairiM for ma- 
ny days together in this Town, belonging then 
to Leirx>, whom he had lately ftripp’d of the 
Kingdom oi Naples^ and beaten him to bootiij^ 
a Battel. 1

and two great Cardinals, Peter and Raphael

Embarking at Savona in a Felucca, wc row’d 
ls]{hrrj, along the Shore (call d la Riviere di 6’cK0/j),un-p 
diCenj/t. to Genoa it felf ^ and all the way long wc faw 
fuch a continual Suburbs of ftately Villas zjid. 
Tillages^ that thefe fcantlings made us in love 
witli the whole pieceit Genoa. 1 tonfefs, I 
never law a more ftately abord to any City 

■thaai 
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than to tliis , and if we had not had GertOA full 
in our fight ali the way long, we fliould have ta- 
ken fon’.e ot thcfe ftatcly Villages for Genoa it 
felf, and have imitated Hofi^ngus^ the Leader of 
the Norniitns^ who coming into Italy alwut the 
year 8do, with a great Army, and finding 
(a Town in the Confines oi Genoa) fo fumptu- 
oufly built, thought really it had been ^o/«e,and 
thereupon taking it, he gloried that he had 
lacked the Miftriis of the W orld ^ CratatHr te- Dreiio t 
nere fe MonarcHam tortus Imterii, per mbem epuam 
pHtabat Komam^ {3.1th hhU'mox'nn. mrib 

■ Sailing thus along this pleafant Coaft, we _ 4 u.Ngr,n. 
came betimes to Genoa. 

Genoa is one of the chief Towns that Hands cma. 
upon the Mediterranean ^M,and one of the bell 
in Italy • the common Italian Proverb calls it 
Genna la Superba : and if ever I faivaTown 
with its Holiday Clothes always on, it was 
Genoa. It Hands upon the fide of a Hill, and 
fifing by degrees, appears to thofe that look 
upon it from the Sea, like an Amphitheatre. 
Heretofore it was only fortified by Marble 
iPulwarks, that is, great Hills of Marble, 
which backt it up, but fomc forty years ago it 7Z'? wr.r. 
was environ’d with new Walls, carrying fix 
miles in compafs, and yet finifh’d in eighteen 
months. 

The Haven heretofore was very unfafe, and 
many Ships which had tug’d through the moH 
dangerous Seas abroad, were feen to fink here 
in the Haven and at home^ the frcwl;, then Ma- 
Hers of Genoa^ not fufFering her to Ihut up her 
Haven, leH llie fhould Ihut them out. But fince 
Ihe hath Ihaken off the French Yoke, (he har i; 

. ' , lock- 
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locked up her Treafures, and bolted the door 
on the infide, by that admirable Mola, which 
crofling almoft quite over the Bay or Haven, 
doth not only bolt out all. Enemies, but even 
locks up the boifterous Sea it felf, and makes 
it tame in the Haven. It\a prodigious Work, 
and able to have puzzl’d any two Kings in Eu- 
rope to have done it. 

At one end of this Mola ftands the Pharos^ 
T£f Pharcs upon a little rock'/ with a Lantcm upon it, to 
give notice, by known Cgns, what Ships, how 
many, and from what fide they come ^ or elfe 
to guide their own Ships home fafely in tho 
night. At firfl: it was only a little Fort, that; 
might help to bridle (7ewo.i, and it was built by. 
Ijcrcis XIII, of France. * 

Tfie-Cirj it As for thc Town it fclf of Genoa., it's moft 
A'j* beautiful to behold, many of the Houfes being 
painted on the ontfide, and looking as if they 
were turned kifide out, and had their udrraa 
. Hangings hung on their outfides. The tops of 
their Houfes arc made with open Gallcries,^^ 
wherethc Women fit together at work in chi- 
ftcrs,and where alfo they dry their Hair in the 
' Sun, after they have wafn’d it in a certain wafh 
us’d on purpofe to make it yellow, a colour' 
much afFefted here by all Women. 

%e Streets The Streets avc very narrow ^ fo that theiP, 
ufe here few Coaches, but many Sedans and Lit- 
ters : this makes the noife in fhe Streets lefj 
and the ex'pcncc in the Purfc fmallcr. But^ 
for want of Ground and Earth, they make 
Heaven pay for it, taking it out in the heightb. 

‘ of their Houfes, what they want in breadth or . 

’ ■ . length •, fo that Genoa look’d in my Eye like. 

a proud 
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a proud young Lady in aftrait-bodied flower’d 
Gown, which makes her look tall indeed and 
fine, but hinders her from being at her cafe, 
and taking breath freely. 

Yet I mult except the Strada Nova here, 
which for a fpirt furpalicth all the Streets I Nova. 
ever faw any where clfe for neatneft and pro- 
portion ; and, if it had but Breath enough to 
hold out at the fame rate little longer, it 
would be the true Queen- ftrett of Europe : Or- 
dinary Houfes are fo‘ out of countenance here, 
that they dare not appear in this Street, where 
there’s nothing but Palaces, and Palaces as fine 
as Art and Colt, or as Marble and Painting, 
l»n make them.’ 

Having faid thus much of Genoa in general, 

I will pow come to the particulars that are to 
be feen in it, 

I . The Domo, or great C hurt h of St. Lawrence ^the Dano, 
prefents it felf to my fight •, it’s the Cathedral 
of the Archhipjop. This Church is of a noble 
Itruiflure, all of black and white Marble inter- 
mingled, and all malfive fquare Stones. In a 
Chapel over againll the Pulpit is kept reve- 
rently an autheatick Relick of St. John Baptifi^ 
under the Altar, as we are told ; and the great 
Dilh of one Emtraud, in which, they lay here, 
our Saviour cat the Pafchal Lamb with his Di- 
fciplcs. Both thefe were given to the Genoefi , • 
by Baldwin King of Hterufalem^ for their great ' 

Service done againll the 7 in Holy Land. 

Of the Relick of St. ^iohn Baptift-^Bxronius fpeaks 
boldly in his EcclefialHcal Hiltory ^ But for Che ai 
Dilh of ^mraudj I find no Authority at all for lioi. 
it, either in Barcujus or any other Author,that».

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\ our Saviour ufed it ; efpecially feeing venera-

2. After the Domo, I faw the Church of the 
Anmnciata^ which draweth up the Ladder 
after it for neatnefs. It’s ftill in building, and 
not quite finifb’d. It’s thus beautified at the 
ciisipmi coft of two Brothers, rich Gentlemen, and 
itmiini. Merchants of this 7. own, who allow the third 
part of their Gains to the adorning of this 
Church. The Roof of it is all gilt, and fct 
■ y with curious Pidfures in Flatfomd ^ the Altars 
round about the Church are checked v/ith cx- 
quifitc Pillars, and adorn’d with rare pifturcs; 
the two rows of vafi Pillars which hold up thff 
Roof of the Church, are fo beautiful, bcin^ dr 
a red and white Marble, that, they look like 
Jafper, and ravifli the I e holders, whilftthey 
gaze on their curious Work. 

5. The Church of 5. Jmbrnflo^ belonging to 
the Jefnits, is neatly oveferufted with Marble, 
and gilt above in the Roof. It wants a little 
length, for want of. room to build on.; it be- 
ing too near the D$ge'S Palace^ and not daring 
to advance a ftep further, for fear of treading 
upon his Heels. • •. v 

4. The Church of the njeathsfB.\?d S.Cyro^ 
Is very handfom, with its double row of white 
Marble Pillars, which fet it out very graceful- 
ly. The Gloylfer alfo is very neat, and the 
fathers very civil. 

5 The Palaces here are moll fumptuous : 
thofe of Strada Nova are the bell, and the befl: 
of thofe is that of the Prince d’Oria \ it’s built 
upon white round Marble Pillars, which fupr 
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port its Galleries, and thofe Galleries let you 
into noble Rooms, adorn’d with all the ylbeSi- 
of t’alaces. The other Palaces too 
in this Street defervc particular mention in 
this defcription of Oertoa^ and may take it ill I 
fay nothing of them-, but they rauftexcuft my 
brevity, and impute the fault partly to them- 
felves, feeing admirable things are liable to ■' 
this inconvenience, that they are alfo unex- 
pieflible. 

6. I law alfo the two Palaces of the Signori 
JBalbif in the Street of the Aumncrna ; in the ^ Signori 
one whereof (on the left hand) I faw, amOng 

other rich things, a Looking-glafs, valued at 
threefcorc thoufand Crowns ^ it’s much of the 
lize of thofe Looking-glalTes which Seneca calls 
fpevnla toti cerpori paria, that is, as big and brit- 
tle as thofe that look themfelves in them : the 
Frame of it is all of Silver, fet thick with a 
thoufand little armed Figures like Cnpids, as if 
the plain Mirrour of this Looking-glafs were 
the plain Field where Cupiei pitchech his Tenti, 
and begins his Conquefts over fair Ladies. The 
round Pillars fet in the Porch of this Houfc, 
snd the Giuochi di Ac^ua in the Garden, will 
make themfelves be taken notice of. 

7. The Palace ofche X>qge,or biennial Prince THie Dog« 
here, with the fcveral Chambers of JujHce^ and 

the Armory in it for thirty thoufand Men,ought 
to be carefully feen. In one of the great Halte^/ 
of this Palace you have twelve Statues of whiter 
Marble, reprefenting twelve famous Men of 
this Town, who had render’d great Service to ^ 
the Commonwealth. In the ’foiefaid 
you fee a Halbard with two Piftol- barrels in 

the 
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the lower end of it. You fee alfo the Armour 
of the Genaefian ^m«iz,ons^ho went to the War - 
in the Holy Land, and carried themfelves gal- 
lantly. Here’s alfo a Gannon of Leather fo 
light, that a Man may carry it. V 
Pietro 8. But that which IS the nioft taking inC7c- 
ia Arena, noa, is that which is out of Genoa, I mean, the ' 
ftately Suburbs of San Pietro in J^rena, where ; 
for a mile together Villa’s adorn’d with Mar^ 
bles. Painting, Statues, Gardens, Arbours of 
Gelfomin, Orange and Limon Trees, Grotts, ' 
Ponds, Ginochi d*Jcejua, Fountains, high Walts^ 
with Shades born up by Marble Pillars, &c.. ' 
compos’d of many Palaces and Gardens, fuch 
a beautiful Landskip, that the whole place 
feem’d to me to be the charming Paradife of 
the King of the Mountains anciently, and I was 
almoft going to fay, that we durft not bleft 
our fclves, left this enchanted place , fliould 
have vanilh’d. The beft Villa’s or Phlaces ' 
here, are thede of iVh^rd,. and that 
of the Jm^eriali i the firft beautified with all the ^ 
graces of Italian Furniture, as alfo with Gar- ‘ 
dens. Walks, Ponds, Water-works, Aliys, &c. ; 
the other, befides all theft, hath an excellent ' 
profpeft V for the Mailer of this Houie can fee 
out of one Window of ir^ Twelve thoufend ' 
Crowns a year of his own, only in let Houfes. ; 
The other Palaces here e^peft I fhould fay 
fomethingof them, and they deferve it well ; . 
but really, to give them their full dee, I can ’ 
only fay this of them. That they ought to , : 
be feen by the Eye , not deferibed by the \ 
' ' Pen. • ' 
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9. As you return from San Pietro in ArenaTheVilUof 
to the Town, not far from the Gates, ftands the the Duke 
ViHa, or Palace of. the Duke OrUi I refer- d’Oria. 
ycd this for the laft^ four fair bonne bouche. It 
{hinds upon th&Seande,and its Garden towards 
the Sea is built upon three rows of white Marble 
Fails, born white marble Pillars, which a- 

fcending by degrees, is fo beautiful to behold 
from the Sea, that Strangers pafling that way 
to Genoa, take this Garden for a fecond Para- 
dife. In the midft of it ftands the rare Fountain 
of Neptune, reprefenting the true looks of brave 
Andrea eP Oria, the Neftune of the Ligurian Sea, 
a nd the man who put his Country out of Live- 
ry, and taught it not to ferve. All along one 
fide of this Garden ftands a Cage of Iron, about 
a hundred paces long,and fo high, that it fetch- 
eth in a world of Laurel and other Trees, clad 
with chirping Birds of feveral forts j and, to . 
make the poor 'Birds believe that they are ra- 
ther in a Wood than in a Prifon,the very Cage 
hath put even the Wood itfelf in Prifon. Then 
entring into the Palace, we found it moft curi- 
oufly adorn’d with Rarities and Riches fuitable 
to the Country’s humor and the Mafter’s purfe. 

It’s true, w'hen this Queen oiS^ain paffed from 
Germany into by way of Milan and Genoa, 
the Govrrnor ot Milan told, her, that file fhould 
fee in /Orw’s Palace here many fine things,but 
all borrow’d ofithe Townfmen. Which dOria _ 
hearing of beforehand, caufed to be written 
over the great Gates of the Palace, where the 
Queen was to enter and lodge, thefe words in 
Spanifh, By theGrace of God, and the King's Fa^ 
z'OHT, shoe's nothing here borrow'd. It may-bethc

for this reafon the Genoefi lean much to the 
Spanilh Faction 5 andFafliions following Fadi- 
pns they lean much to the Spanilh Falhion both 
in Humor and Apparel. Hence I found here 
broad Hats without Hatbands, broad Leather 
Girdles with Steel Buckles, narrow Breeches, 
with long-wafted Doublets and hanging-lleeves - 

to be ala mode, as well as in Madrid. And 
I found all the great Ladies here to go like 
the Donna’s of Spain, in * Guardinfantai’,* ctiU~ 
that is, in horrible overgrown Fartingals 
of Whalebone, which being put about the - 
Waft of the Lady, and full as broad on both 
lides as fhe can reach with her hands, bear out 
her Coats in fuch a huffing manner, that fhe 
appears to» be as broad as long I was told by/ 
one of their Noblemen, that a certain Lady of 
d Noble Houfe, when her Son was a condemn’d 
Prifoner, deliver’d him both from Captivity 
and Death, by taking him under her Guarding 

F 2 fanta^s^ 
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and carrying him thence, fupported by 
ber Women, from whence (he could privately 
•lend him out of the State. So that the Men 
here with their little clofe Breeches looked like 
Tirnhlei s tliat leap through the Hoops j and 
the Women like thofc that chneed anciently 
the Hobby~h6rfe in Country Mummings. 

As for their Riches^ 1 am told they pals not ft 
Million and wo hundnd thoufand Crowns a year. 
Indeed the Kin^ of Spain., Philip the II, above 
a'bundred years ago, borrowed of this Repub- 
lick the film of eleven Millions, and keeps them 
Ihill in. his hands to keep this Repnblickin awe- 
yet paying the intcreft duly unto them. So 
t hat the Common Pnrfe here, is nothing fo rich 
as that of' though the particular Men 
here arc far richer than thofe of Venice. Tbc7 
have great Trading both with Frtmee and Spnin 
and arc great Ran tiicrs^ making the C henfge in 
all the Banks of Europe, go as they pleafc; Be- 
fidcs they utter a world oi Titff 'ataes^ Velvets, 
Satains, 'Points of needle work, and divets o- 
thcr things of Value. ^

ihemfclves, fcarce ‘ enough to offend others. 

^ For Genova, is back’d up by the Jpptnmnes, 
whetc all paffages are eafily made good againft 
Invaders ^ and it is fo well fortified on the other 
fide by the Sea it felf, twelve or fourteen good 
CalHes, twenty Shrpe d( War, and it’sdneompara- 
ble Molo, t-hat they could feu file notably m 
their own defence. Brides, is fortifi- 

ed not only with its.Hills and Sea, butalfia 
with its new and Dull-warks of ; 
nay and with its Bonewalls too, that is, with 
V a La~ 
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Z.Lacedetmman Wallof a world of Inhabitants, 
and with the iIlu^l:riolJs Families of Or/.Vj 
Spinola, Grimaldi^ SauH^ BHraiz-i, C'auucLj 
and others, whofe feveral names would goal- 
moft for feveral Armies. Yet for a need, they 
can raife thirty thoufand Men, and arm then 
well out of their jirfe^al. I confels heretofore 
they wqre ftrong enough to offend others; for 
they made War againff the P?yW;,and worfted 
them -• They fqt alfo upon ih,z Inland qf C.ui-fca^ 
diftant from G:maahoi\t a hundred miles, "and 
took it. This Ifland gave the Hepublick.6fGi- • - 
noa more honour than profit : for, it beingonce 
a Kingdom, gives ftill toG’e^w^ the Title of 
Sennifima^ and a Ciofe Rej^al dro,\pn over it's 
Coat of j^rms. In fine, the O'cAwy? were flrong 
enough heretofore, to lend great Succours to 
Godfny of BitUcn in his holy Conqueftof Hkru- • 
fAlem.

He wro c 
in ItalUriy and dedicated his Book to his Son. . 
TTie other learned Men of this Town are Jm-. 
fUniamUy BaltUy Alajcardi, and Cijrifiofher Co^ 
iHmbuf.

Bandit Sy a Noblcmanof Genoa^ who was in our 
company;, begg’d of the Covernoar of Novi a 
Convoy for himfelf and us,to ^cure us to7«r- 
tano : The Governour prefently grapted us a 
Convoy of eight or ten Hotfe-men : but) thofe 
very Men he gave us for our Convoy ^ wetQ . ' 

themfelvea, who being banilhed from > 
the State and Town of tor their miftler- 
meanors, had two Months a year aUovvcd them 
to come freely into Frontier Towns, and nego- 
tiate with the State. Thefe Men we^e thought 
• by the Governor to be our fafeft Guards irt 
danger. Having been thus convoyed by our 
honeft Rogues paft all danger, we paid them 
fome three Piftolesi and feared no more dan- 
* ger, till we fbould meet with fuch Servants as ‘ 
theie another time. I confefs, it ieemed at 
firfb a fearful thing, to fee our felves in the 
hand^ of thofe, who had their hands often in 
Blood.- yetthere is fiich a charm in a Gover- 
nors Parole, that wetbought our felves as well 
armed with it, as if we had been 
and had had all the Shells of LapJand about us.^ 

' F ^ ^ 
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We had no fooncr parted from thefe onr 
Guards, but pafling pver a little River on 
Horfeback, we entrcd into the MiUttefc^ and 
Came at night to lonona) a ftrong Frontier 
Town of the Milamfe , where Charles the 
VIII. of France, in his return from the Con- 
queftof Naples, beat the Venetians, and the 
Milanef in a Battle. 

From Tortona we went the next day to Pavia. 
the fecond Town of the State of Milan, and 
once the Scat of twelve Kings of the Lon- 
^obards. It Hands upon the River Tieinum, and 
hence it’s alfo called in Latin Tieinum. Here’s 
an Univerfity, either founded or furniflicd 
at firft , with Readers , or by Readers of 
the Univerfity of Oxford. The chief Colleges, 
are, that of Pius Quintus, and that of S. Charles 
Borromtus. The other remarkable things here, 
are, i . The Domo, in which lieth buried the 
Body of a holy Bifhop of this Town, called 
Satili, who was contemporary to S. Charles 
Borromaus, and of the fame fpirit and zeal. 
Near the great door of this Church (on the 
infide ) they Ihew you a little Maft of a 
Boat, which they make ignorant people believe 
(for fport) to have been the Lance of Orlando 
Furiofo. 

3. Near the Domo, in the Piaip^, Hands 
a Brazjm Statue, which fome affirm to be the 
Statue of Confiantine the Great j others, more 
probably;, or jdntoninus Pim. It was brought 
from hither' by Viftory*, and it had

" ty miles off ^ and in the way, faw the famous 
Monafiery of the Carthufians, ne.ar unto which, 
upon S» Matthias his day (a day fivourable to, 
Charles the V. feeing he yi^% born on that day,^ 
Crowned Entperof on that day, and got this 
Ftclory on that day ) was fought that memo- 
rable Battle between the laid Emperonrs For- 
ces, atid French King j Anno 1525. where 
The Bittle Francis the I. of France was taken Pi ilbner, ha- 
f/ Pivia. yifjg loft the day, not for want of courage, but 
conduft; for he had a little before, fent away 
half of his Army to the Conqueft of Flapks ^ 
by which he fo weakened the reft of his Army 
here,that he both loft the day, and did nothing 
againft the Kingdom of Naples \ a great fault 
^ obfervedby one that was prefent there, to wit, 
Monfieur Monluc. Francish€mg thus taken pri- 
mentiries. Sontr, was preftntly condufted to the Cmhu- 
' fian Monafiery, which was hard by. Lnter-

After he 
had heard Mafs here, he was carried to Dinner 
in the Monaftery, and was ferved by three Ge- 
nerals of the Seanijf) Army, Lauhoy, Bourhon^Xi^ 
the .Marquis of Fafii *, the one holding the Ba- 
fin, the lecond pouring IVater upon his hands, 
and the third prefenting him the Towel. Some 
fay he refufed to be ferved by Bourbon, looking 
upon him as a revolted Tray tor, rather than 
as an Enemy •• indeed the brave French Knight 
Bayard fiXXiZmcditho Chevalier fans ^eur, who. 
died in the Battle,) being found expiring in the 
Field by Bourbon, who faid to him. Poor Bayard ! 
J ptythee\ anfwered him with all -the courage 
and life that was left him •, No, Traytor, Jam 
not to be fitted, who die nobly , ferving my King 
and Country b;.t, thou rather art to be pitied , 
who liveft a Traytor to thy King a>:d Country. As 
for the King he was led Prifoner into Spain, 
where he was kept at Madrid till he paid his 
Ranfom. Hence the Spaniards brag, that they 
had once a French 7c Prifoner, and the French 

had never any King of Spain Prifoner : but the 
French anfwer ’, that their King had not been 
Prifoner had he fought as the Kings of Spain 
do of late , that is, by Proxy, and not in 
Perfon. However this Francis the firft defer- 
yed better Fortune, being a Prince of great 

Cou- 
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j, Courage and Honour, and a great lover of his 
I Soldiers' For not long before, he had beat^ 
the Sxvijjers in the Battle of San Donato, where 
his Soldiers fought for him with Angular Cou- 
i-age and Zeal. And he had deferved it all i 
For he Was fo good to his Soldiers in that ex- 
{ pedition, that be would ride up and down the 
Camp ih tHe night to viGc the \vounded SoldeV 
' ers, and help them^o all neceflaries, command- 
ing even His own fu-^ts to be cut in pieces to 
bind up their Wounds.

Town is furnamed the Great and rightly, fee- 
ing it carries full ten miles in compafs within 
the Walls. It hath ten Gates to it •, two hun- 
dred Churches within it, and three huhdred 

thou^-’ 
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thoijfand fouls d welling in it. Hence it was an* 
tiently called yihera Roma a fccond Rome^ both "J ‘ 
bccaufe of its Greatnefs, and becaufe of its 
other Titles , which made it look like Rome. 

It’s the Head of the befl: Dutchy in Eitro^e^ 
which is a hondred miles long from North to 
SoMh, and containeth four hundred Towns in it. 
lt*s called Miland tjUAfi Midland^ being a pure 
MediterrAueanTovfn, and having , ( which is a 
wonder not fb much as a River of its own run- 
ning in it ^ but is only ferved by two Channels 
cut out of the Ticine and the j4dder.This Town . 

hath heretofore fufFered much by War ^ great 
Towns being the faireft marks to fhoota^ 
and MiUtt hath been forty times flirtt at by 
Sieges, and twenty times hit, and taken, ha- 
ving had the misfortune to have been under 
divers Fadions and Rulers •• as the Emperours, 
the Turriant , the f^ifeenti, the Sforze^ the. 

French and the SfAniards^ who now keep it, 
meree al Caflello^ which ftaveth off all at- 
tempts of Strangers. pretends to this 

Dutchy as Heir of F'almia Fifeonty^ who was 
married to Lew^Duke of Orleans^ whofe houfe 
was excluded from this Dutchy by FraneisSfor- 
X.A, who poflefled himfelf of this -State. 

As for the things which I faw in Milan^thej 
are thefc. 

X I . A great number of Genty and Nobility store of 
here, which I perceived to be very numerous, Gentrys 
becaufe of an hundred Coaches (no Hackneys) 
which I faw Handing before a Church upon a 
private Fefthal’day of that Church. 
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2. Great (lore of y^rtizAns^ as Goldfmiths, 
Armourers, Gunfmiths, Weavers, Silkftockin- 
inakcrs, Refiners of Gold, tho 4 e that work id 
Cryftal, and a world of others 5 which gives 
occafion to the Proverb, which feith. That he 
that would imp ove aU Italy, mujl defiroy Milail 

for if were deftroy’d, the many 
Artiians that are there, would fpread over all 
Jtaly^znd furnifli the other Towns-, which want 
Artizans. 

3. The Churches here,and firft thatof 
hrofe, where that giorious Father of the Church 
refus’d ftoutly to Theodojim the Emo&or, en-^ 
trance jiito that Churchy becaufe of his paffio- 
nate co*mmanding the Maflacre at Thefalouica^ 
where feven thoufand Men were murder’d for 
the fault of a few. Under the high Altar of 
this Church lieth the Body of S. yimbrofe,^s al- 
fo the Bodies of Gervaf.us and Protajiusy two 
primitive Saints, whofe Bodies werefaid to be 
found whilfi; S. yiufiitt liv’d at Milan, and who 
alfo relates a famous Miracle, which, they fay, 
was known to have been wrought by Gc^, at 
thetranflation of thofe holy Martyrs Bodies in- 
to this Church. In this Church alfo is feen upon 
a high Pillar of a round form, a Brazen Ser- 
pent, like that erected by Mofes in the Defart, 
and commanded by God himfelf to be made : 

I imagine it was let up here for the fame end 
for which it was commanded by God to be fee 
up myftically in the Defart, that is, to put Men 
in mind of our Saviour’s exaltation upon the 
Crofs for {Mankind, the frequent memory of 
whichisafovefaign Antidor^againfl the itingS 
of the infernal Serpent, the Devil.

6. 1 faw adjoyning to this Church of S. Am- 
broje, the ftately Monaftery, with two curious 
Cloyfters built upon round Pillars. The Mo- ■'* 
naftery, as well as S. Ambrofe's Church, belongs 

to the Ciftertian Monks. 

7. Then I faw the Church of S. VtElor, be- j. viftor 
longing to the OHvetan Fathers, with the admi- bit cl^cb, 
rablc Pidure of S. George killing the Dragon, of 

the hand of Raphael Vrhin. This is a neat 
Church when it is adorn’d in its beft Hangings, 
as it was.when I faw it. The double Cloyfters 
here of the Monaftery, built upon round Pil- 
lars, ought to be feen.

S. CharUi liQrromaus, another S. ^mhrofe in Pa- 
ftoral Dignity, ^eal and San<a|ty< ThisChurqh 
1 take to be the fecond in Italy for folid work, 
being built all of white Marble, with Ifles arid. 
Pillars, each Pillar worth ten thoufand crowns, 
and there are a hundred and threcfcore fuch 
Pillars in all' of maffive white M.arble,.not cap- 
died and frozen over with a thin cruft ofMar- 
as moft of the other fine Churches of ha^ 
lyatc. There are alfo fix hundred white Mar-, 
ble Statues fet round about the outfide of this 
Church, each. of them coft a thoufand crowns. 

That 
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That of S. Bartholomeus, with his Skin upon his 
Arm, and that of arc two pieces much 
admir’d, and arc of the hand of Ch'rifiophoro 
Ciho. The Frontifpi^e is not yet finilh’d, but 
if that be the true deugn of it, which I have 
- fccn in Pidures in the Capuchins Gloyfter in 
Borne j it will be moll Itately. The Church it 
felf is faid to be 250 cubits long. Near the 
<^iiire, and almoft in the middle of the Church, 
lieth the Body of S. Charles Eorromaus^ in a low 
Vault, turn’d now into a Chapel, open at the 
top, with low Raib round about it : The in- 
llde of this Chapel is hung with Hangings of 
Cloth of Gold, over which runs a Cornilh 'of 
filvur Plate nailed to.the.^all. Upon the Altar 
lieth the Body of S. Charles at length in a fair 
Cryfial Coffin made of feveral great Squares of 
Cryftal, thro’ which (the wooden Cafe being ' 
open’d by fpecial leave from the Archbifhop). 
we law his Body lying all along in bh Bpifcopal 
Robes ; his Face, Hands, and Feet are only 
feen, and his Xofe and Lips are flirunk and 
parched. The true Pidure of this Saint hangs 
at the entrance below into this Qiapel,and his 
Hiftory and wonderful Adionsare hung up in ' 
painting round about the Church, on high. 
Over the high Altar, in the very R''of of the 
Church, is kept one of theiV.« 7 f of the Crofs of 
our Saviour, given anciently to the ALtUnefi,b^ ' 
the Emperor Theodofius. There burn always 
before it a number of little Lamps, fet crofs- 
vvile, and drawn, up thither with a Pulley, to 
fhew the people where that h ly Kelickis. In 
fine , the Steeple of this Church is not to be for- 
gojxdi , it’s no^quite finiih’d yet, but it’s high 
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enough tD tire any man, and to fhew him from 
the top of it the whole Town of the 

whole compafs and circumference of the rare 
Caftle, and the whole Country round about for 
twenty miles on every fide ^ a fight fo plea- 
fant, that I would wifh my Traveller not only 
to mount up to the top of this Steeple, but (foy 
' this Steeples fake) to make it his conftant pra^ 

aife (as I did) to mount up the chief Steeple 
of all great Towns. 

rhs Hoffi- 13. The great //o/prV<»/, built in a quadrangle 
uh upon arches and round pillars, is a moft mag- 
nificent thing. Really, if Sicknefs were nota 
little unwholefome and troublcfbmcj a Man 
would almofl: wifh to be a little Ikk here, where 
a King, tho* in health,might lodge handfondyl 
The place where the ficK people are keptf^ is 
built crofs-wife,and in the middle ofthat croft 
ftands an open Altar ,wlrere all the fick people 
from their icveral quarters,andfromthcirvcr^ 
beds, may hear the EMvine Service at oik:e.

lodi is a good Town, and Frontier upon the

It’s call’d Lodi either becaufe it’s built 
upon the Ruins, or near to oldlW;, which ' 
was call’d Laus Pompeia, becaule Pompey had re- 
llor’d it. '^his Town is famous for excellent 
Ne=;ts T ongues, and Cheefes as big as Mill- 
Ro jes.

The Country 
round about the Town is moft fertile, and be- 
gets fuch credit to the Cheefes, that Parmefan 
Cheefes are famous overall the World. 

The chief things to be feen in Parma^ zre The Dukes 
thefe i the Duke’s Palace, with the Gardens, Palace. ' 
Fountains, wild Bealls, the admirable Theatre 
to exhibit Opera^s in 5 the exqoifite Coaches of 
the Duke, one whereof is all of beaten Silver, 
with the Seats and Curtains embroider’d with 
Gold and Silver j another fo well gilt and a- 
dorn’d, that it’s alraoft as rich as the former.

Hence the Jftrifis fay it 
is, Jllu/arum domus^ atc^ie omnis nutricula 
and the very common Coin of the Countr/ 
tdls you that Bononia docet. 

It’s named by the Common Proverb, Bologna 
U grafat becaufe of the fcrtil Soyl In which it 
ftands, to wit, in the very end of Lombardy ^ 
and the many Springs which hvimeft it from the 
Pennine Mlls^ atwhofe feet it ftands. 

Tliis Country was antiently called Felfinay 
GaUia CirJdpina^ Gallia Iogai;a, to diftingoiih it ,- 
from > Gallia Braccata^ the Country in France 
near Nar bonne., and from Gallia Comat a, the 
Country in France called La Guienne.

Seeing thefe Manuferipts, 1 asked whetlier the 
Man had lived three hundred years, or no, as 
it's faid Joannes de Tem^oribus in Charles the 
Great'^s time did : but it was anfwered me,that 
he lived only fourfeore and three; a fhort age 
for fuch a long Work •• but it fhcweth'ns how

The in^ 
tention of his College is to furnilh.ajl the 
KingiOf Spains Dominions in Italy with able 
Magiftrates and OfiScers of j uftict. None can 
live in it but natural Spaniards ( except the 
Chaplains, ) and thofe Spaniards mull be Do- 
lors of the Law before they can be admitted 
here 5 they only learn the language and Cu- ^ 
ftoms of the Countries, and perfeft themfelves 
in the ftudy of the Law, that they may be fit 
to fill up the firft vacant places of Judicature 
that fall either ill the State of Milan^ in the 
Kingdom of Naples^ or in Sicily.

Town was firit built by 5y/a’s Soldiers, to whom 
he h^ given this Soyl, for their fervices done 
him in his Civil Wars. They built it near the 
Current of two Rivers ( j4mo and Afmio) and 
from thence it was called at firft-jFto/w (as 
Coblentz. in Germany^iTovn the meeting of Rivers, 
is called Afterwards by the Inhabi- 

tants it was called Florentia, by reafon of the 
fniitful foyl which made it flourilh with all de- 
licacies as alfo for the flourilhing Wits of the 
Inhabitants, who were fo famous antientlyin

All the in- 
fide of it is to be over-crufted with Jafper 
5tones, of feveral Colours and C'ountrics,with 
other rich Stones, all above Marble, and all 
fo neatly polilhed and Ihining, fthat the Ait 
here exceeds the Materials. This Chapel is

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the Walls, as high as a Man can reach, the • 
Tombs of all he great Dukes of Florence, in a . 
moft gallant manner, and of moft exquifite 
polilhed Stones, with a great Culhion of fome 
richer Stone, and a Ducal Crown of Precious 
Stones repoling upon that Cufhion. Over thefe 
Tombs the Statues of all the Great Dukes, at full 
length, and in their Ducal Habits, all of Brafs 
guilt, are to be placed in Niches round about 
the Chapel. The Roof is to be vaulted all over 
with an over-crufting of Latis Lazjtli ( a blue 
precious Stone with veins oiGold in it) which 
will make it look like Heaven it felf. Between 
each Tomb are inlaid in the Walls, the Arms, 
orScutchions of thefeveralTovvns oftheGreat 
Dukes Dominions, ail blazoned according to 
their feveral Colours in Heraldry by feveral 
precious Stones which compofe them • and 
thefe are not made in little, but are fair great 
Scutchionsmadepurpofelyof a large litC for to 
fill up the void places between the Tomb : the 
Towns are th?fc Siena, Fifa, Livorno, 

Vokerra, jlrezju), Fifioia, Cortona, Monte Fnl- 
ciuno, &c. which contributed ( I fuppofe ) 
foraething each of them tothisCoftly Fabricfc. 
In fine, this Chapel is fo rich wdthin with its 
own ftiining bare Walls, that it fcornsall Hang- 
ings, Painting, Gilding, Molaick W’ork, and • 
fuch like helpers off of bare Walls, becaufc it 
can find nothing richer and handfomer than 
its own precious Walls. It’s now above 
rhreefcore years fince it was begun, and there 
are ordinarily threefcore Men at work daily 
here, and yet there’s only the Tomb of Fcr- 
Zmand the Second, perfe<^ly finiflicd. The vce 
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ry Cufhion which lieth upon his Tomb, cod 
threefcore thoufancl Crowns , by which you 
may guefs at the reft. Indeed thefe ftately 
Tombs make alraoft death it feiflook lovely, 
and dead mens ad.es grown • proud again. As 
for the Altar and Tabernacle of this Chapel, ' 

I will fpeak of them by and by, when I will 
deferibe the Gallery of the Great Duke, where 
they are kept till the Chapel be finilhed.

Medicos, which are depofited here, till the 
Chapel mentioned above be firilhed. In this 
new Sacrifty alfo are feen the four Statues 
made by Michael Angelo, reprefenting the Day, 
the Night, Aurora, -and the Evening ’, the four 
parts which corapofe Time, by which alhMM 
ar? brought to their Graves .* That which r*

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prefents Night is a rare Statue, and hugely cry- 
ed up by all Sculptors and Virtuofi. See allb ^ 
in the Wall of the old Sacrifty the neat 
ofy^^^nand Peter Mcelkesj Sons of Cofmus, fir- 
named Peter Patri<e ; It’s the work of jindrea 
Farochio.

This is 
The grut that Gallery fo famous, and fo ffecqucntly vifi- 
ted by all Strangers; At your entrance into 
Csihrj. ■ j j Gallery you fee a valt long Room made like 
an L .* on the left hand of this Gallery, there 
i nns a perpetual gjals Window 3 on the other 
fide arc fet’ a 'row of Pifturcs^ in great, ofthofe 
of the Mcdicean Family : under the Windows^ 
and alfo under the faid Pictures Itand a row of 
curious Marble Statues, antient ones all, and 
of prime hands. Over the faid Windovi?S' 
and Pictures runs a clofe row of lefs Piftures, 
reprefentingto the Life, the moft famous Men 
of Latter times for Learning and Arms the 
Soldiers being on the right hand, and the 
Scholars on the left. The Statues aforefaid 
are well nigh a hundrcd.in all, but all rare 
ones .* Some whereof I yet remember,and they

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Guard, of j4fricanus in Bt'afs, fhewing

and as heavy as a flrong Man can well level 
with •• It’s valued at 1 500 Piftols, and fhoots 
twice as for as another Gun of Iron doth, but 
*kills (I believe j with the fame pain that others 
do, though with a little more honour. Here 
is a great Piftolof Gold. Then the bnona notte, 
or Set of piftols, ( five Piftol Barrels fet toge- 
ther in an Iron Frame)to put into your Hat, and 
to be all Ihot offat once from thence, as you 
feem to falute your Enemy, and bid him Good 
night. The Piftole with eighteen Barrels in it, 
all to be fliGt offat once, and fcattering defpe- 
rately about a Room, fix little Cannons fet in 
Star-wife.

In the fiiftCabinet I wds 
fhown a curious Candleftick to hang i^in the 
middle of a Room , with feveral Branches 
fpreading from it, and all of; yellow 
including within it a world of little figures of 
vvhite Marble or Wax, neatly Cut in little^nd 
appearing through the trahfparent yellow Am- 
ber : This Candleftick was given by the Dut-

In the fecond Cabinet i faw two %xta,t Globes^ - 
which were made in this Room, being too great 
ever to be carried out, or brought into it by 
the Door.I faw alfo here a curious Table of po- 
lifli’d ftones, reprefentinga Town in Bohemia^ 
with divers Pifturcs of Men,Horfes,and Land- 
^ips : where there is a Tree reprefcntcd molt 
naturally, becaufe it is reprefented by the very 
Wood of a T ree Petrified into Rone, and look- 
ing like Wood as it was j and Ihining like po- 
lifhed ftone, as it now is. The Statues, or Bk- 
/o’s of three or four of the Great Dukes, in Por- 
phyry. A curious looking Glafs over the infidc 
of the Door, which placed direcHy over the 
Pifture of a Man, contrails into it the Pifture 
^ of a Woman that Man’s Wife) which you fee 
plainly in it j drawing thus Eve out of yJdam 
again by a curious reflexion. ' 

In the third Cabinet I was fhown a curious , 
Table of poli/hed Stones reprenting perfcftly 
the Town and Haven of £c^erw, A great Cm- 
binet of Ebony befet with precious Stones on the 
outfide,and with theHiftory of the Holy^wp- 
twres corioutly exprefled in miniature in feveral 
little Squares of rich Stones fet here and there. 

In the top of it there is a German C/oti,now out 
of order, and no Man dare mend it. Within 
this great Cabinet I few ths pajfwn of our Savionr 
curioufly cut by Michael j4n£,’lo in Ivory ( fey 
they) but I believe it’s in White Wax. There 
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is alfo in it the figures of our Saviour and hia ; 
twelve Apoftles in yellow Amber, with their > 
Heads in whiteAmber; All thefe feveral pieces 
are not feen at once,butcome up into fight one. 
after another, as the Man turns them. 

This Ebony Cabinet was fent to the Great Duke \ 
by the Dnkeof Bavaria, and it’s valued at four- 
fcore thoufand Crowns : I believe, if it were 
to be fold, it would not yield forty thoufand 
Crowns ^ but it’s handfome, faith SewM, for ; 
thole that receive courtefies,to value them high. 
Here arc alfo fome Piftures of great value, as 
the Mam and Eveoi the hand of JlbertoDureo^ . 
an Original piece, valued at 1 500 Crowns. An 
original remts of Titian, that in the Poggio Im- 
teriale here (of which below) looking but like ;

In the 4th Cabinet, called // Trtbano we faw. . 

more riches than in all the others. This TVi- 
bi0O is a great Room built round with a Cupola^ ♦ 
whofc Vault is painted with a deep fanguin r^, - 
fet full with tire fliells of Mother of Pearl. The . 
Walls of this Room are hung With green Silk, , 
and loaden with excellent Piftures of the prime • 
Mailers of the World, Titian, Raphael, Andrea . 
delSarto,Vtnci,Hans Holbain, indike and others. 
The Sc. John Baptifi is of Raphael s hand ^ ns is 
alfo that of Leo the X. with two Cardinals, Ju- , 
lio Medici, and Cardinal Rofi behind him- The 
Pifture of Southwell Privy Counfdler to Efeiny 
the VIII. is of the hand of rare Hans Holbatni 
The Pifture of our Lady with our Saviour in , 
her Arms, is of the hand of Andrea del 
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,The pi<fturc of Cardinal Bentivoglio fitting in a 
Chair, is of the hand of F’andike. There is alfo

In this Tribune I faw alfo the famrus Nail, 
half Gold, half Iron 5 made by the famous 
chymfi Tharnbeafer. They ihe wed me alfo a 
great Lump of Gold, not yet ftam{>ed intd 
Coyn ^ two fhells of Mother o/Pe«rZ with their 
two Pearls&Wi flicking tothem,and juft as they 
grow : The Pearls are rich Pearls and round.

Laftly, I faw here the great round 
Table made of inlaid precious ftones polilhed 
neatly \ A Table would make the ffloft hun- 
gry Stomach forget its grumbling, wliHft the 
eyes are fed upon the unroafted Bird?, which 
^together- with curious flowers compofc this 
admirable piece *, PdxrU^ Rnbics^ Sapphiris ^ 
Corn'slittn^ Eineraulds^ l.Apis LaX.uli &C. are em- 
ployed here artifidallv to the making of thefe 
Birds and Flowers. You’ll conceive better^f 
this Table,w hen I fiiall tell you, that it’swonh 
a hundred thouland Crowns, and tf^ 
fifteen years in making, and yet thirty 
wrought at it daily. In the midft of it isthe 
great Ball of the Anns of the D'lke of F/o* 
fence in precious ftOnes. ^ 

The Cabinet ftanding at the furthct end 
of this Gallery, containcth the Altar and Ta- 
bernacle, which are to be let up in the rr^ 
Chapel of $4 Laurence deft tihed above. ^Thc 
Cryftal Pillars enrioufly wrouglit, and being a 
full Ell long, with their Capitcin of purcGoW*, 
the four like Piftures of precious Stones which

For the Great Duke Francis gave order 
to Bmntaknti^zxAXt Architeft, to break aWin- 
dow from this Corridor into the great Room in 
the old Palace, where the Magiftrates render 
Jufticc, bat yet fo privately, that none fhould 
perceive it. The Archited did it, by fetting 
np there the Dukes Arpis at large, and break- 
ing a Window behind them fo imperceptibly, 
that the Great Dukethro’ the little Holes made 
in the fix Boule’s of his Arms, could both hear 
and fee how Juftice was rendred there by his 
Officers. And one day hearing a poor Woman 
opprcDTed by an unjuft Sentence, he fent for the 
Judges, and reprehending them feverely, he 
feverfed the former Sentence, and hdbring the 
. Caufe a-new himfelf,pronounced Sentence for 
the poor Woman. 

7. This long Corridor led us to the new Pa- tTk 
lace, called the Palaz.rj) di Piti, becaufe it was 
begun to be built by Luca Piti^ after the defign 
of Bruneliefchi : but the expeuces growing too 
great for Piti’s Furfe, it was bought by the 
Mother of great Cofmw the II. and afterwards 
carded on by her to that perfedion we now fee 
it in, and which maKcs it one of the prime Pa- 
laces of Enrobe.

The faftiion of building in this Palace^ as ih ] , 
raoft of the befl: Palaces of Fh encr, Is that 
which they call in Architecture, la tnamera .. , 
rufiica ^ where great Free-ftoncs are made ad- 
vancing a little one over the other. Entering 
into the Palace, we faw the fair Court j apd 
in the end of it, the G■ro^M or Fountain with 4 
large Bafon, in which they keep Filb for ptefcnt 
ufc.This Courtis fqiiare, and open only on one 
fide towards the Garden, bat hedged in w?ith 
a high Tcrrafs of Stone, whofetop is level 
with the ground of the Garden. Beyond this . 
Terrafs and Court, lies a fine, green fpot of, 
ground level with the firll Story of the Palace, 
and half compafled about with a demicircle pf 
. Laurel Trees high and thick. Under thcfcTrecs, 
of thedenncircle, rife up ftphe feats, fix rows 
high, like* the feats in an u4mpl;nth(;ater:,. and 
capable of twothoufand Men, who may all fit 
here with cafe, and behold the fportsof Caval- 
ry which are often exhibited upon this fair green 
ftqt of ground by the Nobility : .the Great 
Eluke and the Court beholding all this from the 
. V/indows of the Palace, while the reft of the 
Nobility and Ladies are feated conveniently in 
the Jmphitbeatclr under the Trees. The reft of 
this Garden is curioufly fet forth withThickets 
of Bays, clofe ftady Walks, fine high open, 
Walks over-looking both the Town and Cwn-.

— which are moft curious. In another Chamber 
(the Doors being fet open for the nonce) wi 
looked through hxteen Chambers at once, and ' 
all of them fair great Rooms npon one Floor, 
And after all the Rooms of this Houfe (as, the 
Cool, low Summer Room, the Masking Rxwm, 
the feveral Apartments of the Great Prince 
Son of the Great Duke, and of Cardinal Joh» 
Carlo., Prince Jldatthtas, and Prince Leopold, aU 
three Brothers of the Great Duke, and all l(^g- 
ingat once in this- great Palace) by fpecial fa- 
vour we got the fight of the Great DuhesfairDia- 
JbefamcM mend, which he always keeps under Lock and 
Diamond. Rcy.lt’s abfolutely the faireft in£«ro/>e,it weigh- 
eth 1 38 Carats, and it’s alraoft an inch thick: and 
then our Jewellers will tell you what it’s w'orth. 

I am fure Mon/ienr Simonet in Lyons (a famous 
jeweller) to whom I Ihewed the weight and 
thicknefs of it, valued ip to be richly worth a 
hundred thoufand Crowns between Merchant 
and Merchant, and a hundred axd fifty thoo- 
fand Crowns betw een Prince and Prince. 

The j4u- , R Going from the Great Dukes Palace, we 
pufurs fell prefentiy upon the Jiiyytfiins Church. This 
Ckhfcb. fg neat Church defignftd, by BrttneHefchi^ and 
much bcar.tified with handforhe Pillars. The

Hand, all made by 
Michael Jngelo) we came to the PUzxjt of the 
Graf} Duca, where I faw the Equtftrian Statue 
of Cofmns the Great in ^ro«zx,with hisVidories 
and prime adions in the Pedeftal of the fame 
Metal. At the corner of the old Palace in this 
Pi<?zx^,,ftands the brave Fountain,with a Nep- 
7 ritons^ and Nereides. Near the Gates of 
the Palace here, ftand two Statues of more 
than Gygantcan bulk -• that of David is the 
hand of Michael Angelc ; and that of Her- 
fK/e> killing Cacus is of the hand ef EandineUi- 
The other Statues here in the Portico hard by, 
are much cry’d op for rare Pieces, as that of 
Per feus in Brafs ^ that of the rape of the Sabins 
in Marble •, and that of Judith in Brafs, holding 
a Sword in one hand, and Nolofernes his head in ' ‘ 
the other. 

lo. Looking up from this Piazjui to the top 
of the Palace,! beheld the high Tower mounted 
thereupon.

It’s faid alfo^ that BruneBefeb'i making this Cm- 
fo/4,caufcdTavexns, Cook-lhops and Lodgings 
to be fet in that the Workmen might find 
all things neceflary there, and not fpend time 
in going up and down .* and he had reafon,for 
this Cupola from the ground below, to the top 
of all the £4»rer/7, h two hundred and tvfo Brae- 
cie or yards high. The ftraight PafiTage from 
the top of the Cupola to the round Brazen Ball, 
is thirty fix yards high. The Ball is four yards 
wide, and capable of four and twenty Men : 

' and the Crols at the top of this Ball eiglit 
' ■ yards . 
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yards long, The ftraight Paflagc upon the Ball 
is neatly contrived like a round Chimney bP 
white Marble, with holes on both fides, and 
brazen fteps crofs thofe holes to climb up ea- 
fily by handhnd foot, the paflage being clean 
and fmootii. From the top of this ta- 
lcing a perfed view of r/orfwce under us, and of 
the whole Country about it, with the fight of 
two thoufand Villa’s or Country Houfcs, fcat-^ 
tered here and there, roundabout the Town,' 
vve came down again to view the infide of this 
' Church. It is about three hundred Foot long^ 
from the great Door to the Quire, and from 
thence to the end al molt two hundred more. 

. The Quire is round and perpendicularly under 
the Cufola^ being of the fame bignefs j and^ up* 
on folenin days,when the wax Candles are light- ' . 
■ ed round abont it, it looks glorioufly ; other- 
wife in winter time it feems too dark. The 
High Altar, which Hands in thisQ»iire,is4plain 
like thofe of ancient Cathedrals, and adorned 
. with a rare Statue of a dead Jefus in w;hitc . 
Marble, made by the hand oi Bandinelli. Look- 
ing up from the Quire to the Cupola, you fee it 
painted on the inUde with a reprefentation of 
Heaven, Hell , and Purgatory. The Painters 
were Ceorgio Fafari^ and Thuddet Zucchari. Be- 
hind the Higher Altar arc the rare Statues of 
, jldarn and Eve^ by the hand of Bayidwelli. Near 
the Door of the Sacrifty you may read an in- 
feription, importing how that in this Town of 
' Florence had been held a General Council, where 
the Re-union of the L^rrwand Greek Church had 
been made. The Golden Diploma of this union 
written both in Latin and Greeks andfubferibM 
• y ’ ’ • ■ unto 
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.onto by th^ hands of the Pope and Cardinals on 
.the one fide ^ and by the Emperor of Coafian^ 

/wop/e, with the Patriarch of ConfiantimpUyZnd Letvdrt-' 
th^ Greek Bilhops on the other fide j to which 
are put the Leaden Seal of the Pope, and the 
Goiucn Seal of the faid.Empcror ; It is kept in 
the Archives, or Regifters of Bolognrt. In this Tie Court- 
Council both the Pope of Rome^ Eugenitu IV. ^ 
and^ PalcologM the Emperour of Conltantimfle^ 
were prefent, with the Cream of Bifhops, both . 
of the Eaftern and WeJlerh Churches •, and in 
this Council not only the Proceflion of the Ho- 
ly Ghoft from the Father and the Son was fa- 
vourably vindicated *, but alfo that there was 
an ElTay that Purgatory flioOld be proved to the 
Creeks^ out of their own Fathers as well as from 
the Latins ^ and divers other points of Cere- • 
mony. and Practice were aflerted and great en- 
deavours made that they Ihould be dlablifhed. 

Unto all which it is pretended that the faid ' 
Emperor and Patriareh,and the other Greek Bi- 
fhops (except only Marcus Ephefmu') fubferi- 
hed did q\£o the ylrmenian.'^Ethiopians^Geor- , 

. and 5/*foi#>c/,who all hereupon were ad- 
. raitted to Communion by the Roman Church. 

In fine, in this Church you fee the Statues of 
divers Saints, who have been Archbilhops of 
this Town ^ and the Tombs of divers Famous 
Men ^ as of MarfilimEicinM the PlatonickChri- 
. Rian Philofopher ^ of Dante the Florentine Poet^ 
whofetrue Pifture is yet to be feen here in a red

^m« prefently to the^yfw/»wMf4, a place of 
great Devotion. The Pidures of Faith and 
Charity over the Arch in the JmiportOy , or o- 
pen Porch built upon Pillars,are of the hand of 
Jacomo Pontorno^ being but yet nineteen years 
pld ; which, when Michael Angeb firft faw, he 
faid, This 7 /»co/«o,,if he continue thus, will car- 
ry up Painting to the skies. Entering into the 
little Court that ftands before the Church Door ^ 
yon fee it painted round about mPrejeo by rare 
hands.Thofe Pieces thdX. Andrea del Sarto made, 

$re the beft, and his Head in; white Marble is 
fet in the Wall. Inthe Cloifter, over the door 
that goes into theChuch, is fecn a rare Pidurp 
in Frefco^ upon the Wall of the hand of Andrei 
(del Sarto. It reprefents the Virgin Mother with ' 
pur Saviour upon her knee, and St. Jofeph in a 
cumbent pofture, leaning upon a Sack full ftuft; ^ 
nnd reading in a Book. The Pidure is admi- 
rable for fweetnefs and majefty, and is called

• itiade t|iem, that is, pulpy, and rifing up like 
livingflelh, Havingthus admiied the work of 
Andrea, we entred into the Church of the 
niitiima, and there faw the curioiis Silver Al;; 
tar, behind wliich, upon the Wall, is kept the 
miraculous pifture of the AnnHHc'tation, which 
gives the name of Annmciata to this Church. 
The little Pidurc of our Saviour^ about a foo^ 
and half long, which is fecn upon the out-fidf 
of theTabgrnacle, is of the forefaid 
hand, and much ellecraed. In this Church li- 
eth buried Baccio. Bavdindii, a famous Sculptor^ 
in a curious jdarblc Tomb, with Iiis own and 
Jiis Wives Pictures engraven in Marbla with hife 
' own hand. Behind the Quire lies buried '^oar.- 
nts cli To' gna ,2 feinous Sculptor alfo, as hisle- 
veral wonts in f/orcwcelliew him to havebcen^ 
.as the Rapt of the Sabins before the old Pqlacc. 
['The Cmaare in the Streets. The Chapel of S. 
Antoninus in S. Marks Church. This Chapel in 
The Anmnciata here, and the golden Horfe anjd 
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Man fpokcn of above in the Dbke’s Armory 
do witnefs. ’ 

1 8 . From hence, having firft feen the Statue 
of the Great Duke,Ferdi/tand on Horicback in 
Brafi, which "ftands in the Piazxjt before the - „ 
Jinmneiata I went to the Church of the Fran- rZff' 
c 'fcans^ called Santo Croce. This Qiurch is of a 
^rge bulk and height, but fomewhat too dark. 

The fide Altars are many, and cheeked with 
round Pillars, and ^dorned with excellent Pi- 
durcs. The Pulpit would become a Chryfofiome^ 
or a Chryfologue : It’s of witite Marble, in which 
ate graven the moft notable Anions of S. Fran- 
cU in a kafo relievo. I never beheld it, but I 
found fome new graces'in it. Somewhat bc^ 

^ind it, near to a little door, is the Tomb of 
Michael j4nplo, theTrifmegifl of /r^/y, being the 
gr^tefl Pawter^ the greateft Sculptor j the great- 
eft Architedi; of his time. Hence over his 
Tomb, and under his Pifture, arc placed three 
Women in white Marble reprefenting Archi- 
tedhre. Painting and Sculpture, holding in 
their hands the feveral Inftruments belonging' 
to thefe profeffions. If you ask me whither of 
the two. Painting, or Sculpture^ is to be pre- 
ferred, though a blind Man being chofen judge 
jjnee of this queftion, when he was given to 
underftand that in the fmooth Painting there 
were Heads, Arms, Legs, Hands and Feet, as 
well as in the bulky Statue which he had felt, 
judged prcfently for Painting 5 yet MichaelAn- 
gelo himfelf preferred Sculpture before Painting 
as the Body is to be preferred before the Su- 
jvrfices of a Body. But to return again to the 
Tomb of this great Artifl;,'! found fome words;

Tie Abbey. 1 9 - Not far from hence Hands the yibbadi/^.^ 

am Abbey of BenediSHn Afonjts, In the Church 
fethc Tomb of the Founder of this Abbey, a 
German Nobleman, call’d Conte Hugo., who com- 
manded Tofeany under the Emperor Otho the 
HI. The occafion of building this Monaftcry 
and many others by this Bugo., is too long Co 
tcll,and perchance would not find belief every 
where. It’s told publickly every year upon

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S. Thotruu bis da^ ia high Mafs time here, by 
fome one or other of the chief Wits of the^f 4 - 
demy of the Crujca : But I muft beg pardon of 
the curious, if 1 defire them to go and hear it 
there, as i did. 

20. From thence - 1 went to the Church of ^ 

Santa Maria Novella belonging to the Domini- 2^gyella. 
cans. Here it is, that the Council of Florence^ 
fpokenof above, was held. There are man/ 
good Pidures ie this Church, as alfo divers 

neat Tombs of holy Men and Women, and o- 
thers ; among which, that of Jofeph, Patriarch 
of Coejiantinople. 

21. Returning from hence along the -j^. stam 
fide, we came to the High Pillar with the Sta- offuftia. 
tue of Juftice in Porphyryw^on it. It was cred- 
ed'here,becaufe it was in this very place where 
CofmHs tht Great heard the news of the redu- ^ 
dion of Siena. A witty Wobleman feeing this 
Statue of Jjifbice upon fo high a Pillar, faid, 

that Juftice here was too high placed for poor 
Men to arrive to it. Another obfcrv’d, that 
Juftice there turns her back to the Courts of 
Juftice, which ftand not far from thence. 

22. Having feen the chief things.in theTown, To^io inh 
I vifited fbme phces out of the Town ; and perij/e. 
chiefly, the Poggio Imperiale^ a Villa, belonging 

to the Great Dutchefs, and about a good mile 
diftant from the Town. In this houfe I law 
rare Pidures, and great ftore of them, the 
Houfe being furnifhed with nothing elfe. In 
one Gallery are the true Pidures of divers late 
Princes of rhc Houfe of Jaflria^ of the Houfe 
of Medices, and of other Princes their Allies. 

In otherRooms we law a world of rare Pidures - I 
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as the Vhfu of Titian^ though I think it be 
hut a Copy : the admirably S. Hieromoi A- 
htjto Durto : a Magdalen of Raphad*s hand t 
a' St. John Baptifi of Car'avagio’s hand :• an A 
dam and Eve Aberto Dureo: A Piece o£ 
yictro Peragino\ Virgin Mother with our Sa- 
viour dead upon her knee : S. Jthn EvangelUfi^ 
and three other Perfons Handing, or knee- 
ling by, with weeping Faces, and raoft fad 
looks *, it’s one 'of the moft moving Pieces 
that I ever beheld. Then the PiaufC of 
the Afluniption of our Lady in the Chapel, 
of the hand of Adrea del Sarto ^ with a 
World of other moft exqujfite Pidures. The 
little neat Oratory in this Houfc, called the O- 
ratory of the6VMfZ)«?c'l;f/f,cnrioufly inlaid into 
Flowers, by polilhed Stones of divers colours i 
that is, a whole clofet of fliining Marble inlaid 
into Flowers, is the neateft little Room that 
ever I law.

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Mother of the Child hearing in what cafe he 
was, ran out prefcntly, and calling her felf 
upon her knees with Tears in her eyes, and 
humble poftm es of Supplication, moved fo the 
Lyon to pity, that he rendered her the Child 
yvithout hurting it, or her. 

17.. I faw alfo here divers Palaces of No- 
blemen- upon occafion of their Feftine. For it is 
the Cuftom here in Winter to invite the Chief 
Ladies of the Town ^Married Women.only) 
to come to play at Cards in Winter, Evenings 
for three or four hours fpace ^ and this one 
night in one Palace^ another night in another 
Palace. Thither the Ladies go, and find the 
Houfe open to all Comers ^d Goers both La- 
dies and Gentlemen, that are of any Garb. In 
every Chamber the doors arc fct open, and for 
the moft part you lhall lee eight or ten Cham- 
bers on a floor, going out of one another, with 
a Iqnare Table holding eight Pcrlbns, as many 
Chairs, two Silver Candlefticks with Wax: 
lights in them, and Jflore of lights round about 
^e Room. At the hour appointed. Company 
being come, they fit down to play, a Cavalier 
fitting between every I^dy,andall theWomcn 
^ fine in Clothes and Jewels, as^if they were 
going to a Ball. The Doors of all thefe Rooms 
being open' the light great, the Women glit- 
tering, and all glorious, you would take thefe 
Palaces to be the Enchanted Palaces of the old 
King of the Mountains. Any Gentlemen may 
coroe into thffe Palaces and 'Hand behind the 
Gamefters, and fee both how modeftly they 
play, and how little they play for. In the 
mean time there^s a Side-Chamber always open 
.. . for 
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for Gentlemen to into, and refrefh themfelvcs 
with Wine ftanding in Snow, or with Litno- 
nade, or fome fuch cooling Drinks, which are 
alfo offered to the Ladies. In a ^-eat Room 
bclew, at the entrance of the Palace, there is 
a long Table for Garaefteis that love to play 
deep, that is, that love to play only for 
Money. 

The Florentines enjoying by the goodnefs and 
Wifdoni of their excellent Prince, the fruits of 
Peace, have many other Recreations, where 
the People pafs their t;mccheaiful]y,and think 
not of Rebellion by muttering in corners. For 
thisre^fon, both in Winter and Summer they 
Lave their feveral Divertifements. In Winter 
// Giuoco cwofo CaIcIq (a play fomeching like our 
di Caicio- pijiy tljcir bands) 

every night from the Epiphany till Lent, witlt 
their Principidi Cakio. This being a thing par- 
ticular to. Florence^ deferves to be deferioed. 
ThetwoFaftions of the C.^/c»o,the Red a?i j the 
Green, choole each of them a Prince, fome 
young Cavalier of a good Purfe.. Thefc Prin- 
ces being chofen, choofe a world of Officers, 
and lodge, for the tim.c, in fome great Palace ^ 
where they keep their CWrj, receive E^mbafTa*-. 
dors, from one another, and give them publickj 
Audience in State, fend Poft to onq another 
complain of one anothers Subjects, and take 
Pri Toners from one another \ hear their Couur 
cdllors one after another, diffwading from, or 
perfivading to War ^ give Orders for fettling 
Affairs at home, hear the Complaints of 
cheirSubjowts, je;r their Enemy Princes in Em- • 
jiffies, and. at lift rcfolvc to fight, with pro* 
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claiming War, During thefe lerious Treaties, 
which la ft for manyinights, the Secretaries ot 
State (two piime wits) read before their fe- 
yeral Princes Bills for regulating and reforming 
the abufes of their Subjects ; and read openly 
Petitions and Secret Advices: in all which they ' . 
jeer a world of people in the Town, and fliow 
prodigious -Wit. In fine, having fpun out thus 
the time till near Carnavale or Sbrove-tide, the 
two Princes' refolve ofi a Battle at Calcio, to 
be fought in the Piazza of Santa Croce, before 
the Great Duke and Court. Upon.the day ap- 
pointed, the two Princes of the Calcio come to 
the place in a moft ftately Cavalcata, with all 
the young Noblemen and Gentlemen of the 
Town, upon the beft Horfes they can find, 
with Scarfts red or green, about their Arms. 
Having made their feveral Cavalcataes before 
the Great Dukes Throne or Scaffold, they light 
from their Horfes and enter into. the Lifts 
with Trumpets founding before them, and ac- 
companied with a Stately Train, and with 
their Combatants in their feveral Liveries. 
Having ranked themfelves a pretty diltance 
one from the other, their Standard Bear«rs at 
found of Trumpet, carry both at once, their 
Standards to the foot of the Great Dukes Scaf- 
folds This done, the Ball, or Ballon is thrown 
up in themidft between them, and to it they 
go with great nimblenefs, flight and diferetion ; 
and fometimes they fall to it indeed, and cuff 
handfomely : but upon pain of Dea'th, no Man 
mull refent, afterwards out of the Lifts, what 
' ever happened here ; but all animofities arifing 
hercj end here too. At laft, that fide which 
• . « . i • throws 
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throws or ftrikcs the BalUn over the Rails of 
the other fide, wins the day, and runs to ths-« 
Standards, which they carry away till nighty 
* at what time the Conquering Prince entertains 

them at a Feflino di at Court, made tofomc' 
Lady, and where ail his Chief Officers and 
- Combatants dance alone with theLadies at the 
Ball, none elfe being permitted to dance with 
them that night. Befides thefc Paftiraes, they 
otirrPx- have pnee a week, dancing at the Court, 
fiiiiKu from Twelfth-day till Lent, at which Balls, 
all the Ladies of the Town are invited, tothC; 
number fometimes of two hundred, and thefe 
all married Women, and all invited by aparti- 
tular T icket. Then the feveral Opera’s or Mn- 
fical Dramata arc afted and fung with rare Coft, 
and Art. Lallly, their publick running at the 
Ring, or at the Fjtuclnn^ for a piece of Plate^ 
And in Summer, they have their feveral Dan.- 
cing days, and'their frequent Corf' diPalio upon 
certain known days, and for kno wnf and 
ail before the good Prince, who counteiianccth 
' all thefe Sports with his Prcfencc, thinking 
wifely, that there’s lefs hurt in publiclc Mirth, 
than in private Mutinies. 

jfc Court. Having faid thus much of Florence^ I. w ill now 
’ fay fomething of the Court, the Government, 
Strength, Gentry, Riches, Intereft, Language, 
and Learned Men of this Town. 

For the Court, it’s clear Ijj one of the beft of 
Italy, Great Riches make it look plump, an& 
give it an excellent en bon pint. The Noble 
Palace^ the Prince, his Title of Serenijfimo^his 
Train and Retinue of Noble Officers and Gen- 
tlemen, hisftoreof Pages^ Palfreniers^ Gn^ds 
■ ■ ' ' ■ • of- 
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of Stfijfers with Halbards^ his T r oop of Horib, 
waiting upon Kith, make this Court appear fpkn- 
did. The Duke himfelf alfo, w ho makes thi^ j 
Court, makes it a fine Court. His extraordinary 
Civility to Strangers, made us think our felves 
at home there. He was above Fifty, and hath 
an Auftrian Look and Lip, which his Moth^, 
Af^gdalena of Aufiria^ Sifter to the Emperor 
Ferdinand the II. lent him. He admits wil- 
lingly of the vifits of Strangers, if they be 
Men of condition j and he receives them in the 
midft of his Audience-Chamber ftanding ; and 
will not dilcourfc with them, till they be co- 
vered too. It’s impoflible to depart from him 
difgufted, bccaufe he pays your Vifit with as 
much Wit as Civility •• and having entertain’d ^ 
“you in his Chamber with \yife difeourfe, he 
will entertain you in your own Chamber too 
with a Regalo of dainty Meats andWines, which ^ 
he will be fure to fend you. The Great Dutchefs 
too is another main Pillar of this Court. She 
is of the Houfc of the Duke cf Vrbin, once a 
Soveraign Prince in A^/y, but now extinft in her 
Father, who wasThe laft Duke : and ftie had 
been Soveraign of that Dutchy, had flie been 
of the Soveraign Sex : but what Nature refu- * 
fed her in Sex, it hath given her in Eeauty,and 
fb made her a Greater Soveraign, ever of Flo- 
rence, Of her the Great Duke hath two Sons. 

Cofmtd the Prince »of married one of 

the Daughters of the late Dukfe of Orleans. A 
great Traveller, and one that vilited molt 
of the Princes Courts of Chrifiendom. The 
Name of this Family is Medites j a Family 
fvhich hath given to the Church four Popes, and 
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to Frirce two Qceens. This Family ancient^ 
and came firft out of j^thens. It was always 
confiderablc during the Rcpublick of Florence;, 
but far mote, fince it hath got the ftart of all 
the other Families fo far, as to become their 
Sovereign.. The beginning of thegreatncfs of 
this Family came from Cofmus Medkes^ lima- 
med Fater PatrU; v This Mari being very rich 
and ofa liberal mind, fpent four hundred thou- 
fand Crowns in publick and private buildings, 
one hundred thoufand Crowns tnorc in loan 
Moneys to the poor < Citizens. • Thefe Gene- 
rous Adions, which Ihould have got him the 
love of all Men, purchafed him the hatred of 
Ibmeofthe great Ones, who, acQufing him of. 
affeaing Soveraignty,. raiftd a .ftrong FaftiQn 
againfl: him. The heads of this Faftion were 
RinMo Mizxjy Pala Stroz^zAi' Ridolfo .PerttzxJ^ 
dnd Nicob Barhadori. Thefe Men corrupting, 
the Suffrages of the Senate^ cauled .Cofmw. to, 
be clapt up, with an intention to takeaway his 
Life. Cofmtii in Prifon fearing poyfon, abibai- 
ned from Meats four days together,and almoff 
died of Hunger, for fear of being killed with, 
poyfon ; At laft he was refeued from this me- 
lancholy humor by his honeftKceper ; who gave 
him fucii affurances: that he Ihould not be pby- 
fon’d that he tpok Meat again, and kept in his 
vital Breath, wliich wasalmoff cometo his lips. 
Then his Keeper (not content to be half cour- 
teous^ having recover’d his Body, flrrove to re- 
cover his Mind too,which was lore fpent with 
Fears and Melancholy \ and for this purpolc 
brought unto himthci?«#b« oiBsrnardoGH*dagni 
thm Confanoliero, the Chief MUgiffrate.of the 

Republick, 
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Rcpublick, who with his Witty Jefts, fo cheer- . ' r 
ed him up with mirth, that he began not only 
' to think of living again, but alfo of getting out ^ 

from thence, that he might live long. To this 
end he works w ith the to carry a promtfc 

inWriting from him to the Confalonkro^ of 1 000 
Crovvnsof Gold, upon concfition he would 
free him.. The undertakes it, and mo- 
ney takes with the ConfanoLerOy who under 
pretence of exaiinining theCaufe to put him to ’ . 
Death, finds him only worthy of Banilhment, 
to which he condemns hina ^ and the place of 
his Banidiment w'as Fenice. This was it that he 
defired, for being he wrought fo well, 

by Friends with the People, that loyed . him, 
that he wasreftored again to his Ct untry, and 
got the Title of Four PatrU by a publick de- 
cree. By this Title his Family grew into that 
efteem, that it overtoptthc reft, and in time 
wrought it felf into Soveraignty.

This Town* is feated in a very wholcfome 
Air and Soil, and therefore miKh frequented 
by Strangers.

The 
Streets are all paved with bricks fes up edge- 
way, which makes'fhe Town always dry and 
neat, it’s.built high and low, with many high 
Towers in it, built anciently in honour of it’s 
well deferving Citizens, who'ha,d done. Tpaie 
fpsclal Service in the Bcpublkk ^ and this makes 
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it fcen thirty miles off on Romes fide. The
